NATIONALIST LEADER ATTACKS PRESIDENT'S FOREIGN PO.LCY

/Text/ In spite of the pessimiectic climate hovering over the Arab area 
the recent developments in Egypt inepire some optimism. 


This optimiem is based on a group of new pienomena, the most important of 
which is the weakness of the regime. This has given political societius 
an opportunity to get moving and appear on the surface. Also among these 
phenomena is the regime's ciaim to embrace liberal democracy on the Western 
pattern; in spite of the fact that this claim is remote from the truth, it 
does make it incumbent upon the regime to offer some concessions which give 
some political movements a degree of freedom of action. 


While some adversaries of Nasiriem said that che period between the 1952 
revolution and the 1973 war was distinguished by the repression of political 
movements outside the framework of the regime, this period lay between two 
eras in which the criteria of political activity differed ae the causes of 
the domestic and national struggle differed. This makes it necessary to 
view current political practice in Bgypt on a cifferent basis. 


While the power of ‘Abd-al-Nasir's regime aimed at striking down foreign 
forces and preserving independence, and while its ultimate goal was to 
create circumstances which would allow the process of economic development 
to be pursued, the weakness of al-Sadat's regime and its reliance on for- 
eign support as a basis for legitimacy is giving political movements an op- 
portunity to grow in a different climate which cannot ignore the legacy of 
the 23 July 1952 revolution. 


The Wafdist Vanguard Party 


In the light of these conditions, many political novements are arising in 
Egypt which find the climate suitable for growing and flourishing. Among 
these movements is the Wafdist Vanguard Perty. This party's problem is

tials of belonging to the July revolution; alee, ite reote do not extend 
to the clasees of merchants and the middle clase in general. Rather, it 
relies fundamentally on groupe o: liberal tnteilectuale. Their feeling 


for common needs and demands i# ereat, b’t their connection with them is 
Limited, Perhaps thie difficulty of contact may be attributed in part to 
the prohibition the regime is imposing on opposition in the media, The 
ultimate consequence of these circumstances Le that the Wafdist Vanguard 
Party ie limited in membership. However, ite effect appeare from time to 
time on the surface of political life in Egype. 


AL-DUSTUR mat with Dr ‘Abd-al Mubeln Hammudah, the leader of the Wafdiet 
Vanguard Party, in an attempt co learn about the party through its activ- 
ity and program. This conversation was the upshot. 


/Question/ How wae the Wafdiet Vanguard Party established before lusuance 
of the Law on Parties’ 


/Anewer/ We decided to do thie so we would not be exposed to the effects 
of this iaw and so that we would be loyal to the democratic traditions of 
the Wafd, because establishing che party on the basis of © permit from the 
authorities would strip the party of ite popular legitimacy. The Law on 
Parties guarantees conditions which are incompatible with freedom and 
democracy. 


In this, we differ with the dissolved New Wafd Party under the chairmanship 
of Fu'ad Siraj-al-Din. Thies party produced a program which is a copy of 
the al-Sadatist Egypt Party (the party of the previous government, before 
ite members rebelled against it and joined the National Party which Presi- 
dent al-Sadat founded after that). Thus the New Wafd lost its status in 
the popular context, and viewed the national issue as if it had already 
been solved. We, however, set out from the premise of the legacy of the 
leader Mustafa al-Nahhas. Our foreign policy is based on resisting for- 
eign military relations and resisting all treaties; this is clear in de- 
tail in our program. We also consider that Egypt's national cause is re- 
lated to the liberation of Palestine, which distinguishes us from some 
other parties in Egypt. 


We consider that “Egypt's position on Israel must not arise just from the 
fact that Israel is a prop of world imperialism and its monopolies in the 
area, and not just over the extent of the relationship between Israel and 
the Palestinian people's cause, but over the nature of Israel's expansion- 
ist danger in the region.” Our position on Israel of necessity relies on 
its presence, which infringes our Egyptian existence in the present and 
future. This existence threatens our territory and the freedoms of our 
Egyptian people, obstructs development and progress, and furthers economic 
collapse in our country. This is what our program has included since the 
month of May 1977. 














The Wafdiat Vanguard Party program contains three fundamental pointe: 


FPiret, the total and unconditional evacuation of the lLeraeli occupation 
from Egypt's territory. 


Second, the refusal to relinquish a square ineh of our land, 
Third, the rejection of negotiation, peace or recognition of Lerael, 
/Question/ What is your position on the Arab cause as a whole’ 


/Anewer/ This position depends basically on solving the problem of the 
Palestinian people and guaranteeing their legitimate rights. We consider 
this to be the real basis for any settlement to the problem. The party 
members reaffirm thie in their party meetings and in the meetings of their 
union organizations every day. 


Membership in the Party 
/Question, How many members are there in the Wafdist Vanguard Party’ 


/Answer/ Ll cannot talk to you /sic/ about the founders of the party who 
gambled by signing the foundation petition in 1977. These people were 50 
in number. We prefer not to disclose membership figures. 


/Question/ It is normal for every political party to disclose its member- 
ship figures, because this makes it possible to estimate the popularity it 
enjoys. How can you respond to that? What soc'al classes does the party 
represent? 


/Answer/ The social classes and groups the party represents appear in the 
interests its program expresses. The program calls for che redistribution 
of wealth, calls for central, comprehensive economic planning, calls for 
the organization of social services and deals with numerous other issues 
in a specific manner. We request that a limit to wages be linked to a 
specific buying power. I believe that this will give an impression of the 
party's position on social issues. 


/Question/ Have you presented nominees to the last People's Assembly 
elections? 


/Answer/ When we look at these elections, we find that the official 
parties the regime established after the form of the Socialist Union 
changed in 1976 could not get into the new Peopl:'s Assembly. Mustafa 
Kamil Murad, head of the Socialist Liberals’ Party, did not succeed, after 
he had played his role of serving the regime in previous sessions. Simi- 
larly, the Grouping Party brought in two new candidates and neither of 
them won. As for us, we have decided from the standpoint of principle to 





distance ourselves from slipping into Chis position, we had the opinion 
of rejecting the legality of these electioné--otherwise we would have 
taced what the Grouping Party or the Liberal Party faced, 


Thie position applies to the current opposition party, the ‘labor Party 
under the chairmanship of Mr [brahim Shukri. If the chairman of the 
“unique party” or the “mother party" (neaning the ruling National Parcy) 
had net given him a number of seate to facilitate his presence in the 
People's Assembly and thwarc the national movement in the name of the op 
position, not one person in it would have won--not even Mr Ibrahim Shukri 
himeelf, 


/Question/ What about the activities the Wafdist Vanguard Party ise per- 
forming in the national action arena, and what hae been the regime's reac- 
tion to you? 


/Answer/ We cannot claim to be carrying out concentrated activity. Dur- 
ing the previous period, we concentrated on announcing our existence. 

This is a difficult task in the light of the media obfuscation the regime 
is imposing on us. I* is part of the media boycott the regime is imposing 
on opposition parties generally in the “national” press. On the other 
hand, although we have not had an effect through concentrated membership, 
we have had an effect through the power, realism and honor of the ideas we 
possess,which are expressive of a iarge segwent of the people who have not 
been organized on the basis of membership forms. 


As regards our existence, that is legal, although the regime has considered 
our existence illegal from the official standpoint. The party was formed 
before the Law on Parties was issued. In this, we relied on the fact that 
the period between the February 1977 refercadum and the issuance of the 
Law on Parties in June 1977--a period which was not marked by any prohibi- 
tion on the formation of political parties--was a suitable one. In the 
aftermath of the national uprising on 17-18 January 1977, the authorities 
organized an illusory referendum which was incompatible with democracy. 

It produced a result, which was that the Egyptian people agreed to the 10 
paragraphs and condemned themselves to considering it legal that citizens 
should be tried and punished by imprisonment for a period of 15 years for 
participating in a demonstration. In any event, one paragraph of this 
referendum abrogated che laws restricting the emergence of parties until 
another law was issued. Before the new law was issued, our party was in 
existence and we therefore enjoy a legal character. 


As regards the matter of constituting a danger to the authorities, that is 
not a boiling issue, and no measures have been taken against us, although 

other measures have focused pressure on opposition party action and polit- 
ical action, especially after the al-Sadatist-Zionist peace treaty--espec- 
ially since this agreement makes it incumbent upon the Egyptian government 
to legislate a law protecting Israel from threats and protecting its inter- 
ests. These measures strengthen the iron grip of the regime and also work 
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to protect it from opposition, These measures, and others, were the object 
of an attack from the League of the Partisans of Human Rights which was 
basica.ly tounded by the partisans of the Wafdist Vanguard Party. Thies is 
also apparent in the activity of the various vocational trade unions, such 
as the Lawyers’, Engineers’ and Journalists’ Unions, 


Formal Democracy 


/Question/ Ise the sense of a lack of risk which constitutes the regime's 
approach to the Wafdist Vanguard Party to be attributed to the fact that 
the regime considers that you are @ party whose membership is weak and 
therefore that there is no danger from it, or to the fact that the "“demo- 
cratic’ regime accepts your existence as an opposition? 


/Answer/ The regime wants to maintain a reasonable political appearance 
abroad, therefore is working to maintain som form of opposition. Some 
elements of the opposition are connected to the regime in one form or an- 
other. As for us, we are the adversaries of imperialism and Zionism, and 
this is apparent in our party action every day. Nonetheless, we might not 
constitute a direct threat to the regime. 


/Question/ However, the regime permits opposition parties, and yours 
among them, to travel abroad and attend conferences. Is this to be con- 
sidered proof of al-Sadat's democracy? 


/Answer/ This guarantees that meaning and conduct are imposed more than 
tolerated. What permission for travel abroad proves is the weakest faith-- 
the government does not dare prevent members of the Wafdist Vanguard Party 
from traveling abroad; all that can happen is to delay travel. When that 
happened on one occasion, we asked the civilian intelligence (the secret 
police) in writing what benefit there was in preventing us from trave)ing. 
That was consideral adequate proof in the opinion of the national judiciary 
to condemn the authorities. We were able to obtain verdicts against of- 
ficial bodies, among them the head of the Socialist Union (that is, the 
prime minister), and five ministers, among them the minister of the inter 
ior, on grounds that he transgressed against democratic rights. We car- 
ried out these verdicts and obtained compensation. 


Why the Wafd? 


/Question/ When you thought about forming a political party, why was the 
Wafd the vessel through which, and in whose name, you d cided to function’ 


/Answer/ This may be attributed to a number of reasons, among them the 
fact that the Wafd represents a broad legacy in .he movement of democratic 
struggle in Egypt which continued until the party was suspended by law in 
1953, when the 1923 constitution was abrogated. As far as we are con- 
cerned, we are anxious that the steps in the national struggle and its 
history be continued and we must provide the lesson that it is not for a

and erroneous features vere .epressed upon it in the eyes of public opin: 
ion, we must stend up te thet ead cell public opinion what ie in the Wafd's 
faver and what i# not, Even if (here were errore to be counted against the 
Watd at some stages, we must describe ‘hem Co the current generation and 
condemn what wae perpetrated ageinet the Fighte of the people in some stages 
of the national etfuggie. 


The Wafdiet Vanguard Party is an extension of the Wate «1 6 net want te 
wee the expression “legacy” of the Wafd, but we do rely on the fact that 
the Keyptian people are proud of their history. Proo!l of thet Le that when 
the new Wafd Party wae established, after the Lew on Parties, many segments 
of the Egyptian peasants supported it out of loyeity to the heritage of the 
old Wafd Party. in thie regard we differ with segments of Nasirite youth 
who wash their hands of some conduct and some leaders who were dominant in 
the era of ‘Abd-al-Nasir and choose the easiest way by working within « 
new vessel, cutting off the sequential continuity of the national struggle. 


/Question/ It ie said that the Wafd Part represents « political stage 
which has ended. How do you explain that you are « political sovement 
which i# ooking to the future’ 


/Anewer/ People who raise iesuves like that are concerned with the outward 
appearance of things but not their essence. If this applies tv the new 
Wafd Party end Pu'ad Siraj-al Din, thie may be explained by the fac. that 
it is not in step with the new developmente ae far a8 nacional and demo- 
cratic lesves are concerned. 


The Wafd arose to achieve national independence in the context of 

for the people. Aithough the English were expelled in 1953 and 1954, the 
Americans have now taken their place, in addition co colonial Zionist im 
perialien. Thie means that the national cause has become more complex 
than it was in 1919. Thies ie true as fer as the issue of democracy goes, 
aithough the Egyptian people before 1952 were not convinced of what the 
Situation was at that time. We wanted to develop the constitution in a 
manner which would increase the rights of the peopie and place limits on 
the conduct of the executive authorities. 


Ae regerds the social dimension, this has increased in depth and progres: 
Siveness since 1952, but that does not sean that thie dimension vas the 
object of neglect in the period of the 5 years previous, in which ai- 
Nahhas' took over the government--in spite of the different circumstances 
which dominated the country at that time. While we acknowledge the social 
geine which were realised under the aegis of the regime of the iate leader 
Abd-al-Nasir, we ar. entitled to say here ¢ «t the current Wafdiec 
Vanguard Party repc. sented the young people of the Wafd and the true move- 
ment of the sociel struggle during the forties, and not Siraj-al-Din's 
Tightwing leadership. 

















‘Question, Olé you represent the youth organisation in the old wafd 
Party: 


/Anewer/ Ne, because these organisations were devoid of true substance. 
The Wafd kept them a8 4 mere formality to operate in the circles of the 
young and relied on the principles of the basic party. 


Normalization of Relations 


/Question/ What te your position on the stage of normalization of rela- 
tione with lerael’ 


/Anewer/ We reject the principle of negotiation or peace with or recogni 
tion of lerael. However, the matter requires that the young be prepared 
politically, economically and morally to rely on the armed etruggle of the 
people, in addition to the action of che military armed forces, to liber 
ate our territory. The reason for thie ie that the policy of relaxation 
and military preparedness lasted more than 30 years--including 4 years un- 
der the aegis of royal rule, and « quarter century under the aegis of the 
current regime and the peaceful solution and negotiations for it lasted 
10 years, encompassing the period between the years 1967 and 1977, all of 
which wae in vain, because Lereel continued to establieh colonial settie- 
ments in the occupied territories and in Sinai. Thie was recently sancti- 
fied by the American statements which called for modifications to be made 
in lerael's borders, they called these defensive modifications, but in 
reality they consist of the severance of parte of the territories of the 
Arad nation. 


Thie also requires the granting of freedom, so that the powers of the 
people may be set free in « manner which will make it possible to reject 
Security Council Resolution 242 of 1967 and Resolution 336 of 1974 and the 
agreemence and disguised concessions which resulted from them in 1974 and 
i975. Thie includes the elimination of American militery bases relying on 
electronic devices as well as Tereeli colonial settlements in Sinai. 


This has been apparent in our program since 1977; unfortunately the follow: 
ing black stage was consummated with the Camp David treaty and the 
Washington peace treaty, raising new questions: how can we regain what 

wae lost or taken by force’ How can we prevent the situation from becoming 
aggravated while the Ieraeli occupation of our territory is progressing’ 
We must prevent the spread of chis colonial imperialiem to the west of the 
canal. This began with the construction of the Rothechild settlement and 
the Eisenberg Settlement. The regime has reached agreement with foreign 
Zionist organizations to rent owt broad areas of srable land for 4 period 
of 50 years, to be renewed for 50 more years as « production right. These 
lands are located west of the canal--some to the south of Lake al-Manzalah, 
another portion in the Delta east of the Dumyat Canal. The newspaper AL- 
AHRAM wrote about that on 22 March 1980, referring to that in a statement 








by the former prime minister (Dr Mustafa Khaiii), whieh he covered a6 an 
American investment, Some Arab newspapers also published the fact that « 
Zionist would reclaim half 4 million feddane at a cost of $3) million, 
However, the fact of the matter ie clear in our statements, which we die- 
tributed at meetings of the Engineers’ Union and publicised before the 
Kevotian people on various occasions.

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OPPOSITION RELIGLOUS FIGURE DEFENDS ISLAMIC BCONOMICS

/Text/ The sheik of the opposition in the People's Assembly epoke with a 
bluntness which knows no limite, Salah Abu Lema'il buret forth with « 
number of tesues and vitel matters concerning religion, politice--and life. 


The sneik aske the men of the judiciary to renounce their work--because it 
is contrary to Lelamic lew! He considers that the veil is appropriate for 
women in all eras. tHe describes Ielem's stand on the national issue. He 
declares that Islam ie not ageinet the banking syetem--rather, it works to 
guide it. 


At the beginning I said, wondering, 


"Does the Islamic current in Egypt possess « program which responds to the 
challenges of the age?” 


He said, “I would like to state that the religious current in Egypt existe 
as an idea and as conduct base* on « belief whose goal is the satisfaction 
of God in the first place. Our program is of God's making, in the glori- 
ous Koren. 


"Thies current was etruck down in 1948, then in the years 1954 and 1965. 
It wae also struck down by the process of developing al-Agher and it was 
struck down when the university wae deprived of religion. It was struck 
down with the aggression against religious endowment funds. It was hit 
with the abrogation of the Islamic judiciary. T.« east and the west are 
cooperating in striking out at it. In epite of ail these blows, it will 
remain proud. 














"l conceive of 4 program in two areas; the firet is the curricula, whien 
are of God's making, ready and prepared for application, 


"The second ie the efforte of individuals and groupe lacking an organisa: 
tional vehicle who are 4 current demanding that Lelamic law be applied, in 
spice of the presence of obstacles in the way of thie demand," 


I concealed my reservations about the sheik's etatement. The figures on 
mosques show that they are increasing, not deciining. The development of 
al-Aghar was supported by the men of al-Aghar. And Chere were other reser- 
vations. I said, 


"h.oat te the most conspicuous obstacle you are referring to’" 


"The process of carrying out the legislation which now exists, Does it 
require committees to apply the establishment of Islamic punishment for 
adultery’? Does the prohibition on ueury require comaittees? The Faysal 
Bank hes been established as 4 real, excellent example. It is something 
to Laugh and weep over that we find that the Bank of Egypt played the line 
of the moet merciful against the line of the devil when it established «a 
branch for the Islamic economy, after establishing branches for non- Islamic 
economies!" 


They Are Profiting in the Manner of Satan! 


/t asked / "Does thie statement of yours mean « demand for the erradica- 
tion of benkse, financial institutions, and banking transactions, and con- 


sequently stopping the wheel of the Egyptian economy?" 


“Islamic jurieprudence does not call for t +» elimination of banks. Rather, 
it would retain and guide them. The currenc activity of banks is oriented 
toward stagnation, and apathy toward exploitation and risk, because it is 
established on the basis of loans and deposits. It gives depositors (in 
the active voice) an annual percentage calculated on the capital deposited. 
At the same time it receives an annual percentage from borrowers calculated 
on the capital borrowed. The difference between the two, in the percentage 
the bank acquires from the borrower, is all that accrues to the bank. The 
I@lamic solution is to follow the system of legal speculation." 


How So? 


“Speculation is a company to which some people contribute money while some 
others contribute expertise and effort. Everyone agrees to split up the 
profits among the partners at agreed upon proportions. This is as far as 
the deposit system goes. The same is true as far as the lending system 
goes: it is an investment loan, or « company, between the bank and people 
who have economic projects. Thus usury will be totally eliminated and we 
will be saved from «a war of confrontation between wreelves and God." 
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“Some people talk about the existence of an Islamic economy, What are the 
most important feat.ces of this economy!" 


“The Lelamic economy relies on action which exhausts efforts and energy. 
islam places the vaiue of thinge in the amount of work exerted on them. 
lelam prohibite the abandonment of work and contentment with beggary. Then 
Lelam stimulates agriculture to the extent we see in the prophet's state- 
ment ‘If the hour arises and there is a seedling in the hand of any of you, 
let him plane it.’ Islam calle for proficiency in industry, to the extent 
that the prophet's statement says: ‘God wishes that if one of you engages 
in an activity, he be proficient at ic.' It prohibite .raud to the degree 
of ridding oneself of fraude--'Whoever defraude us is not one of us'--and 
teaches us that we are the masters of this world. Almighty God says, ‘And 
he has mobilized for you what is in the heavens and on earth; it #11 comes 
from him.’ The teachings of Isiem bring us into economic realms, and we 
see the provisions of God in the prohibition of usury, the documenta: ion 

of debts, the prohibition of bribery, protection of the property of orphans 
and the incompetent, legacies and tithes, the prohibition on using people's 
property up on vain pursuits, the interdiction of avarice and profligacy, 
and the call for trading with truthfulness and honesty. 


"Money is connected to Islam, in terms of people's responsibility for the 
source of their wealth and for ways of spending it. Islam has not linked 
the state of man to luck with money. Islam has linked belief to economic 
prosperity and to the manner in which this prosperity depends on tre de- 
gree of man's belief in his connection with his lord, as happened with the 
society of Sheba when they turned away from God and God deprived them of 
his bounty." 


Islamic Law between the Doctor and che Butcher! 


/1 asked / "What do you have in the way of an Islamic intellectual current 
organizing the life of society?" 


"In the field of the legislative power, there is no opinion on the stipu- 
lation. There we are content with God's judgment in many matters. This 
judgment is stronger than all laws. Its implementation is incumbent upon 
the ruler and he must not wait for agreement from others. God's law has 
protected, and still protects, the five necessities, the necessity for in- 
telligence protected by the prohibition of alcohol, and the imposition of 
Islamic legal punishment on the drinker; money is protected by the Islamic 
penalty on theft, which is the cutting off of the hand; public roads and 
public security are protected by the Islamic penalty of the spear; religion 
and belief are protected by the Islamic penalty >of apostacy; and non- 
Moslems are left to their religions, because ‘there is no compulsion in 
religion,’ and the establishment of the graces of morality, which call 

for solidarity." 
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/l aexed/ "It we apply che Ieiamic penaicy for theft, who will cut off 
the hand of the thief--che doctor, who has sworne to protect it, or the 
butcher?" 


"The doctor may cuc it off, or a butcher can, or someone else can take 
charge of that, What is important ie that the rights of anyone who trans- 
gresses against the rights of the society to be free from punishmenc lapse, 
and that no one dominated by the love of possession will be satisfied by 
the property of others or refrain from burglary and theft. We must not 
adopt an opinion which is opposed to the stipulations of Islamic Law as 
long as we are devout." 


“What is your view on the judiciary power?" 


"The principle is that there is no verdict without God's book, the sayings 
and doings of his prophet, or the individual judgment of persons who have 
absorbed the book and the prophet's sayings and doings and have become 
known for piety and godliness and the ability to deduce particular verdicts 
from general Islamic notions. 


“"Bvery judge who is concerned for his religion must immediately abandon 
the judiciary tribunal if he gives a ruling based on a manmade law which 
contradicts Islamic law." 


"However," /1 said/, "if we apply God's law to men of religion who receive 
salaries for their calling, they must not receive anything for this call- 
ing. This happened to men of religious calling in the past." 


/He said/ "I mention that Abu Bakr al-Sadiq worked in commerce. When he 
assumed the caliphate over the Moslems, he decided to go to the market to 
work for his livelihood and the livelihood of his children, but ‘Umar ibn 
al-Khattab asked him to devote himself full time to the duties of the cali- 
phate and the Moslems agreed unanimously to this. They set aside 100 dir- 
hams, the equivalent of 5 pounds, a month for him from the treasury. This 
means that the treasury had to defray the expenses of everyone whom the 
interests of the Moslems required be entrusted with work which occupied 
their time and kept chem from obtaining a livelihood. I see nothing wrong 
in granting salaries to people devoted full time to public work, such as 
the judiciary, the trusteeship over or the education of people." 


/1 said/ "A constitutional emendment has been made which stipulates that 
Islamic law is the major source of legislation. What is your position on 
that amendment?" 


“As happy as I am with this amendment, I am not optimistic. In spite of 
the amendment to the constitution, we are still talking about the payment 
of interest, which is usury which God has prohibited. Singing actresses 
are still dancing on the television screen, coming into every room and 
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singing ‘The world is spring, the air is new' although Egypt itceelf had 
agreed that L[elamic law was to be the main source of the laws! Before the 
referendum, in Api 1 1979, it happened that people who transgressed against 
the divine lawe threatened disaster, destruction and catastrophe. In July 
of the same year I went to the Legislative Committee to ask them about the 
place of divine law in our society when people are ruling with laws differ- 
enc from what God revealed, They were debating the new Personal Status Law: 
The question of constitutional amendments cannot take the place of the faich 
of the heart. That is the teeic condition of obedience to God, the lord of 
both worlds." 


/1 said/ "Some people believe that this modification could have an effect 
on national unity." 


"National uricy, in my view, is unity between the majority and the minority 
on the one hand and unity between the Moslems and non-Moslems in Egypt on 
the other. The former case--the unity of the majority and the minority-- 
comes through respect for Islamic belief, and a commitment to the behavior 
arising from this belief. Unity in the second sense--between Moslems and 
others--is based on Islamic law and its application, leaving others to 
their religion and their places of worship--there is no compulsion in re- 
ligion; you have your religion, and I have a religion. This is Islam's 
platform on the establishment of national unity. However, to understand 
national unity otherwise is to stumble about in the wilderness of error." 


An Innovation Whose Name Is Nationalism! 


"The national issue occupies a large part of the attention of Islamic 
peoples. What is the truth about Islam's position on this issue?" 


"Most plainly, Islam rejects nationalities. Islamic history, in the era 
of the prophet (on whom be God's prayers and peace) and the era of the 
righteous prophets stresses this fact. The prophet transcended the notion 
of the arabe which relied on race and said, ‘There is no Arabic in you 
from father or mother; rather, it is the language. Whoever speaks Arabic 
is an Arab.’ The new nation which appeared after Islam included, along 
with people of Arab racial origins, allies, clients and subjects. However, 
they became part of the entire nation after becoming Moslems. The prophet 
included Byzantines, Persians, Ethiopians and others among the people of 
his house. Islam has implanted the principle of equality among people. It 
has limited precedence among them to piety and good work." 


"We want to determine Islam's position on the issue of family planning, in 
the light of the presence of economic necessity which makes planning in- 
evitable. What is your position?" 


"In this sphere I will content myself with the resolution of the Council 
of Islamic Research in the ear of the late Imam Shaykh Hasan Ma'mn. The 
Research Council determined that it is not permissible for the government 
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to organize general media campaigns on birth control or on family planning, 
but that ic is permissible for married couples on the private level, to 
agree to control or planning if the government does noc exert iteeli in 
thie manner, which Ielam does not endorse--especially as far as what we 
cali the human explosion which destroys and threatens our economic re- 
sources goes. Fear was not among the motives of those who permit planning, 
or control, on the family level, because poverty is remedied through work 
combined with piety and faith." 


A Veil Forever! 


"The time has come to settle the question of the veil as regards Moslem 
women. What is your view?" 


"An Arab woman who was not wearing a veil, but was wearing modern clothes, 
told me in November 1977 in America ‘How can you compel us to wear the 
veil, while we are in America at the end of the 20th century?’ There was 
an American woman who had become a Moslem just a few months before in the 
gathering, which took place in Los Angeles, and I invited her to talk. 

This veiled American Moslem woman said, ‘I have come to know God and per- 
ceived his orders concerning existence which was that he told something to 
be, and it was. I have sensed my duties before his executive orders, which 
command us to be veiled. Had I looked at Moslem women, I would not have be- 
come a Moslem, but I have learned that Islam is the authority over the 
people and the people are not the authority over Islam. We must not--we 
devout people--do anything before God's orders except say that we have 
heard and obeyed. '"

ECONOMIC EXPERTS DISCUSS NEW POLICIES 
Cairo AKHBAR AL-YAWM in Arabic 14 Jun 80 p 5 


/Article by ‘Abd-al-'Ati Hamid: "Dr ‘Abd-al-Razzaq ‘Abd-al-Majid stresses 
to AKHBAR AL-YAWM: It Is Not True That I Am Reviewing Decree No 15"'/ 


/Text/ Three decrees have entered history in the world of the Egyptian 
economy in recent years. Some have entered history and left it for the 
museum. Others are still awaiting the judgment of history. The first de- 
cree is the famous Decree No 119 which determines profit margins. In its 
time, great noise arose among its supporters and opponents. Decree 119 
is still in effect. The second decree is Decree No 600 which incurred the 
greatest tumult when it was proclaimed and the greatest tumult when it was 
abrogated. It is the decree concerning the payment of customs duties in 
hard currency; it led to a sorrowful drop in the value of the Egyptian 
pound, and a rise in the dollar in Cairo alone, while it had been falling 
in the other capitals of the world. The new cabinet's first act was to 
abrogate this decree, and thus Decree 600 moved into the museum of the 
national economy. The third decree to stir up a commotion in the world of 
finance and the Economy was Decree No 15 for the vear 1980, the decree is- 
sued just a week ago by Dr ‘Abd-al-Razzaq ‘Abd-al-Majid, deputy prime min- 
ister, calling for regulation of the import process without hard currency 
transfers, so that importers would deal directly with the four national 
banks specified in the decree and would pay the price of the goods to 
these banks in advance at rates ranging from 25 to 40 percent of the cost 
of the goods or 100 percent in the case of luxury commodities. 


Merchants are complaining bitterly about this decree, stating that it bene- 
fits the big importers and will never reduce the value of the dollar-- 
rather, to the contrary, it will raise it. They also complain about pay- 
ing large sums to banks in advance and keeping them for lo-g periods be- 
fore the cargoes arrive--which they might not. 


Economists believe that the decree is a good opportunity for bolstering 
the Egyptian pound and correcting the errors of importing without currency 
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transterse, They believe that che importers’ complaint is a fabricated 
commotion which we generally hear over every new decree, 


The deputy prime minister stresses that he ia eticking to hie decree and 
and will not modify or change ic, though he will offer facilities and in- 
terpretations to solve the problems which appear upon application, 


What, however, is the opinion of economics experts on Law 15° 


Dr Mustafa al-Sa'id, undersecretary of economy and chairman of the Economics 
Committee of the National Party, says, “Before 1 address this subject, we 
must answer this question: 


"Is the Egyptian economy able to provide adequate foreign currency to im- 
port everything it wants? 


"The answer to this question is that the Egyptian economy cannot, because 
the resources to export or provide for the outer world which would allow 
foreign currency to be provided to the Egyptian economy cto the extent which 
would make it possible to import all that Egyptian society wants do not 
exist. Since we have arrived at this truth, we must define imports in the 
light of what exists. We have two basic import systems: the importation 
of goods via the para)lel market, that is, importation which takes place 
in accordance with the encouragement price of the dollar, which totals 
about 70 plasters. 


"In addition to this, there is the system for importing without the trans- 
fer of hard currency, which would give everyone the chance to import what 
he wanted on condition that he tried to find foreign currency for himself 
from any source--from the market, from within, from foreign banks or from 
agents abroad collecting the funds of Egyptians who would assume charge of 
paying for them in local currency in Egypt. 


"This system expanded and grew in size to a large extent in the past 5 
years. It started at around $100,000 per year and grew to about $800 to 
900 million a year, as a result of the pursuit of the system of importing 
without currency transfers. The demand for foreign currency increased as 
a consequence. This led to a constant drop in the Egyptian pound relative 
to the dollar. 


"This was at a time when the price of the dollar abroad itself dropped 
relative to all other foreign currencies! That is, the value of the 
Egyptian pound on the foreign market dropped at a faster rate than the 
dollar! 


"Thus it became clear that thi ws could not continue as they were and that 
it was necessary to guide imports without currency transfers--otherwise, 
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thle type of importation would expand and the ‘alue of the Eayptian pound 
would decline as 4 consequence, along with the Lacreases in the price of 
imports and the consequent rise in local prices thie would entail!" 


A Quantitative Definition 
The question now has become; 
How can imports be guided without currency transfers’ 


Dr Mustafa al-Sa'id went on to say, “There are two basic methods for guid- 
ing imports without currency trenefers: 


"The firat method: chis is to restrict imports quantitatively without 
transferring currency by placing liste of the goods which may be imported 
without currency transfers and the quotas of each type of these goods 
which may be imported, 


"This method is faulted for certain bureaucratic criticisms such as the 
need for import licenses. 


"The second fault is that some people might consider it a violation of the 
policy of economic liberalism and that errors or disputes could occur in 
defining what is basic and what ie a luxury, what needs to be produced or 
what does not need to be produced. 


"The second method is for us to resort to financial and monetary methods 
to limit the merchants’ desire to import by failing to encourage merchants 
to import without currency transfers by imposing taxes or by compelling 
them to pay the whole price of the import or to import goods through chan- 
nels which are spelled out to them. 


"One of the faults in this system is that it could lead to a rise in the 
prices of imports to some degree and that ultimately if the flexibility of 
demand in the econony is low and the buying power and the state of infla- 
tion are great, as a result the importers «111 be able to shift the burden 
of this financial or monetary method to the consumer! 


Naturally, people can think of an intermediate style combining the one and 
the other. It is clear that the latest decrees have chosen the latter 
method while imbuing it with the former one somewhat. 


"Another goal whose attainment has been envisioned throu,h these measures 
is to increase the foreign currency in the possession of the four main 
banks. The recent measures make it mandatory that imports take place by 
one of the four banks in order to ascertain the real volume of imports 
without currency transfers, since the whole process will take place through 
them." 
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Dr Mustafa al-Sa'id adds, 


"What the merchant is resorting to today is well known; the sector of im 
porters, and the related portion of the sector of foreign banks and the 
sector of financing in general, has a major voice in society, It is in 
thie sector's interests that there be no restrictions on imports, However, 
these decrees are necessary, since society consisce of the largest sector, 
and social peace requires the interests of all sectors and the interests 
of the nation first and last!" 


Dr Mustafa al-Sa'id ends his statement by saying, "My view ie that after 
awhile it will be necessary to realize that a quantitative definition of 
imports without currency transfers must accompany chese measures; other- 
wise, imports without currency transfers will lead to a constant deterior- 
ation in the value of the pound!" 


Torture Multiplied 
But what do the merchants say? 


Dr Kamil Sayyid Ahmad, board chairman, says ‘This decree is very serious. 
It will lead to a rise in the price of the dollar and a rise in prices be- 
cause a small minority will be protected in the market. It will turn the 
purchase of goods into torture on top of torture. This will also result 
in having most merchants turn away from trade; the merchants will resort 
to returning passengers and people going to Europe on trios to bring in 
goods, especially luxury goods. Thus, a new class of beneficiaries will 
come into being at the expense of these decrees. I want to ask: is there 
a policy of economic liberalization or not? If there is not, then we must 
frankly proclaim that there is no economic liberalization but that there 
are restrictions. We must not put our heads in the sand. Statements and 
talk are one thing and actions and decisions are something else!" 


Why the Noise? 


‘Abd-al-Qadir al-Harraki (owner of an import-export . mpany) believes that 
the reason for these decrees is to limit the proliferation of imports and 
the existence of cargoes more than meet the requirements of the market and 
tie up capital for long periods: “However, there is an important point 
which these decrees have not taken into account: this is that some mer- 
chants have credit facilities on the part of companies abroad. This is a 
gain for the Egyptian economy, since the companies abroad are the ones 
which pay the interest. We have not taken these facilities into account 
or benefited from them through these decrees." 





On this point, specifically, ‘Abdallah 'Umran (chairman of a board of 
directors) speaks, stating, "If we enumerate the laws and decrees which 
have been issued since the /iberalization policy started, we will find 
that they are very numerous and contradictory. Every minister has a

policy whieh differs from others; what was legal yesterday is illegal to- 
day and may become legal tomorrow, This harme our economic and internation 
al reputation, Our policy must be firm. When we are abroad, if we wish 
to buy something we hear businessmen abroad saying one thing--'Make cer- 
tain of your laws and decrees first, then buy afterwards,’ Thise is be- 
cause of the changes in decrees from one day to the next!" 


Add to that that the volume of imports which the private sector te making; 
as Yusuf Khalil, board chairman, says, "The volume of imports which the 
private sector is making has become substantial, reaching | billion pounds 
this year; consequently any decisions tsesued by the government regarding 
thie activity must be known completely, along with the extent of its 
dimensions and the full complications of ite results. It is absolutely 
not logical for activity of this volume and sensitivity to be the arena 
for many of the experimental decrees which are issued today and abrogated 
tomorrow, bringing only damage and nothing but damage upon the private 
sector and the government alike. The new decree binds the merchants and 
importers to pay the banks the price of everything they import. It total- 
ly eliminates banking facilities for the merchants. If a merchant importe 
from the first group, he pays 25 percent of the price upon importing and 
75 percent as soon as the goods arrive, and if he imports from the second 
group he must pay 40 percent in advance and 60 percent on arrival of the 
goods. It /illegible/ from the third group, he must pay 100 percent of 
the price of the goods before importing them and then must also pay cus- 
toms duties. The latter has been a big blow which the importers have ab- 
sorbed. This can be compatible with the policy of liberalization. The 
new decree opens up an opportunity before some merchants who are no more 
in numler than the fingers of the hand to monopolize the market, because 
they possess or have the financial power to import. Consequently, we will 
repeat the story of contractors in human beings who monopolize the market 
and turn all merchants into migrant workers. Naturally, also, they can 
specify the price they want for the goods, and through their cash and their 
resources they will become the kings of the market and will rule it as they 
wish, day and night!" 


Coping with the Problems 


What, however, is the opinion of officials in the economic sector regard- 
ing this decree? What are their reactions to the complaincs of private 
sector merchants? 


Husayn Ahmad Husayn, first undersecretary of economy for foreign trade af. 
fairs, says: Income equals consumption plus investment. If consumption 
is equal to income and investment is financed frm abroad, but by deficit, 
this will lead to a rise in prices. Thus we must guide consumption in 
this case so that there will be a surplus income which can be directed to- 
ward investment; the latest decrees will achieve this!" 
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Nusayn Amin, undersecretary of finance and director genera. of the Customs 
Department, says “We will send appraisers at 4 high level to the banks to 
perform their duties as far ae the new decree goes, When we meet with any 
problem, we will present it to the deputy to solve iomediately. Dr ‘Abd- 
al-Reseaq ‘Abd-ai-Majid has ordered some facilities to solve the problem 
facing us in practice, Releasing goods from custome coming in directly 
for personal or private use in Egyptian pounds ie etill in effect. The 
decree does not apply to the private sector alone. We are working 24 
hours and are in constant contact with ali cust ae outlets. Some breaches 
appear in application, and we are presenting them to officials to find im 
mediate solutions to them!" 


Muhammad ‘Abduhb, undersecretary of finance, says, “1 receive ali the prob- 
lems facing the new law as regards the Customs Department and the Ministry 
of Finance; we present them to the deputy, who sete out the appropriate 
iemediate solutions to them.” 


Eng 'tema'il Sedawi, sndersecretary of economy, says, “This law wae not is- 
sued in a vacuum. We conducted studies and research on this lew. Before 
it wae iseved we also sought the aid of the research and discussions which 
the National Democratic Party held in thie regerd, as well a6 seeking the 
information of experts and specialists regarding imports without currency 
transfers. in evite of that, we will plug up 411 gape which appear when 
thie law is applied.” 


The Decree and the Person Most Responsible 


In conclusion. i pet the full picture before Dr ‘Abd-al-Razeaq ‘Abd-al- 
Majid, the deputy prime minieter for economic affairs, who seid, 


"The new decree does not limit importse--in fact, it makes the impor.ation 
of everything legal without prohibition or proscribed liste, and it does 
not limit the freedom of the .aporter. Rather, as far as luxury and pro- 
vocative goods go, I do not want to prohibit the market in these but I do 
want the importer to pay the price of these goods in full. He can borrow 
from the bank with which he deals in order to make up the price of the inm- 
porte in the manner in which he had been dealing with it, and therefore I 
am not restricting his freedom and no problem exists. Thus as far as the 
importer goes, after he used to go to 10 customs windows and tire himself 
out from office to office in customs, and customs turned him into its rep- 
resentative at the bank so that he could /illegibie/. 


“I was in Port Said « few days ago and met some merchants, and they did 
not complain about this decree. The heads of foreign banks evinced their 
readiness to cooperate in applying Ministerial Decree No 15. Ali banks 
subject to Central Bank supervision will be given the necessary guarantees 
to pursue their ectivity in the financing of foreign trade!" 














| told the deputy prime minister, “Now do the banks play their part in 
thie’ will thie affect production requiremente!" 


De ‘Abd -al-Raseaq ‘Abd-al-Majid said, "Ministerial Decree No 15 for the 
year 1980 apecifies that the banke through which the private sector may 
import for trading and manufacturing purposes are the four public sector 
commercial banks, or an aceredited merchant bank, and a decree will be ia. 
sued by the minister of economy to specify the latter. 


“Wonethelese, it is now possible for an application to open credit to one 
of the four public sector commercial banke to be presented by the importer 
himeelf or hie official Egyptian agent directly or through accredited com- 
mercial banks, a8 4 representative of the importer. Thie ise above and be- 
yond payment of the rest of the price of the goods it is desired to import 
after making the advance payments, which are made when the shipping docu:

the importer's process." 


i said, “Doesn't thie have an effect on tradesmen and emall industries?" 


He said, “Commodity importing by the private sector and tradesmen is still 
carried out by the Committee of Purchases of the Private Sector and Trades- 
men (the commercial agency), and by the financing for these requirements 
which follows directly from the resources of the group of accredited banks 
at the prices declared by the Egyptian Central Bank, in our belief that it 
is necessary to provide the requirements of this important sector of pro- 
ducers in view of the significance of ite role in creating economic devel- 
opment for the country." 


I told Dr ‘Abd-al-Razzaq ‘Abd-al-Majid, "Some problems have become apparent 
in practice, Have these problems been solved? What is the fault of the 
merchants who have been harmed by this decree’” 


The deputy prime minister for economic affairs said, “When we find prob- 
lems or gaps in the law, or problems facing us in actual application, we 
solve them at once. We have agreed to some new facilities in this decree, 
name ly: 


"L. Perishable commodities are released immediately by customs without 

waiting for the receipt documents. Naturally, one cannot wait till the 

receipt of documents, since that costs the importer exorbitant warehouse 
charges. Documents are authorized in principle until the original ones 

arrive. 


"2. Goods for which credit was opened before the issuance of Decree No 15 
for the year 1980 and have arrived without the arrival of the documents. 
Naturally, one cannot wait until the documents arrive, because that would 
cost the importer exorbitant warehouse charges. In this case the documents 
are authorized in principle until the original documents arrive. 
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"}, Consignments which were loaded before 7 June 1950 a8 well as consign: 
mente on whieh laport agreements had been issued which are in effect and 
were iseved by the Committee on laport Pacilities before the date mentioned, 
These will be paid in Egyptian pounds starting 7 June 1980 without requir- 
ing the tranefer of foreign currency for all goods released ae of this 
date, with no exceptions, 


"4, Consignments loaded as of 7 June 1980, on which import apreementes 
were not issued to be in effect before 7 June 1990; the principle is that 
these will be carried out in accordance with the new statute, provided 
that all problems in implementation be presented to the office of the for- 
eign trade undersecretary for discussion in the light of the circumstances 
of each case, 


“Before issuance of the decree, some importers paid the price of the com- 
modity abroad and were not aware of the issuance of this decree, and the 
goods had not yet been appraised as of 7 June 1980. As a result, accord- 
ing to the new statute, payment was made twice; they will be given the op- 
portunity to have time to release their goods until other instructions are 
iesued to the Central Bank. 


“Some importers opened credits before 7 June 1980. The statute which pre- 
ceded the opening of credits subject to the provisions of Decree 15 will 
be in effect for then.” 


Before I left the office of the deputy prime minister for economic affairs, 
where he had continuous meetings afterwards, Dr ‘Abd-al-Majid said, 


"It has been bruited about that I am reviewing the decree on importing 
without currency transfers, that is, Decree No 15. Write, in my words, 
that that this is not true and that it is not reasonable that I should is- 
sue a decree on Thursday, that is, a week ago, and review it today, be- 
cause that would mean that we are issuing extemporaneous decrees. However, 
we do discuss the law after applying it; this is something which is fol- 
lowed in all fields and in all laws, and we should eliminate gaps and flaws 
when applying the law. The law is one thing on paper and is something else 
in application. We are currently not thinking of payment rates. All that 
we are discussing, rather, are facilities for citizens, and our goal is not 
complications and the provoking of problems but rather the interests of the 
country and the citizen, first and last. 
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VARLOUS INEQUITIES LN UNIVERSITY SYSTEM DECRIED

/Acticle by Labib al-Siba't: ‘The Problem of University Acceptance--Will 
It Find « Solution?"’/ 


/Text/ As is the custom every year, one of the important of the univere- 
ities’ many problems ie being raised at thie time--namely, that of uni- 
versity education and the system of acceptance to the universities. It 
is @ seasonal problem on which talk ie repeated every year and on which 
solutions and recommendations proliferate--then everything quiete down 
and the problem remains as it was, until the next year, when it is brought 


up again. 


In spite of all that, most bluntly, one young person who is a faculty men- 
ber in the universities is presenting a bold new vision on reforming the 
system of acceptance to universities which could be a point of departure 
among officials for reviewing the conditions of acceptance to universities. 


The view is presented by Dr Ahmad Hafiz Najm, member of the faculty of the 
Law Faculty of al-Zeqaziq University. It is based on recognition of the 
fact that the problem of problems in university educational policy here is 
that of the massive, indeed terrifying numbers of students joining the 
faculties of universities every year. This exceeds the capacity and edu- 
cational resources of all the faculties in « manner exceeding our real man- 
power requirements in most fields of specialization many times over. It 

is a problem which the policy of expanding construction of regional uni- 
versities has not succeeded in eliminating, but has made more coupiex. 


Dr Najm says that the solution lies in two basic directions. The first is 
embodied in the establishment of a “bottleneck” after the general secondary 
stage, which people except those who excel in their studies will be pro- 
hibited from passing, in order to guarantee « hig: level of university ed- 
ucation, limit the numbers of those reaching it, and reduce the burden on 
the universities. It is now observed that most or all people who pase the 
general secondary certificate are accepted in the universities and insti- 
tutes, whose level drops to the level of those acquiring an average of 50 
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percent or slightly more. Thies conduct is unparalleled in most countries 
of the world, where the university study level is considered a special one 
which only emall oumbers of people who excel in their studies can reach, 
while the reset are content with che intermediate education level, There 
ie nothing disgraceful in thie, since it is well known that the secondary 
education certificate is the apex of general education, while university 
study te considered only « specialized stage which ie content to admit the 
numbere the country mally needs in every epecialization. 


Dr Najm adde that in thie matter other countries seek recourse to imposing 
exorbitant coste on university etudies, which come to more than 1,000 
pounds per year, in addition to other conditions such as success in exam- 
inations to qualify for university study which every faculty holds under 
ite own eegis. 


Dr Najm recommends that the process of “culling” people who excel in 
their etudies from the others teke place at the beginning of secondary 
studies by dividing those who obtain the general preparatory certificate 
into two groups, the first group consisting of people obtaining a grade of 
75 percent or higher in thie certificate and the second people obtaining 

@ grede lower than that. The first group alone will be qualified to acquire 
the university educational stage and the secondary stage will be broken 
down into two parte. Of these, the general group, to which those who ob- 
tain a grade average lower than 75 percent in the preparatory certificate 
will belong, will be considered a final educational stage which will not 
result in admission to a university, as is the case in technical secondary 
schools; in this general subjects of greater simplicity and less speciali- 
zation than those now studied in the secondary stage will be studied. 

Then there will be the special group, to which those obtaining an average 
of 75 percent or higher in the preparatory stage will belong; this will be 
considered the stage leading to admission to the university, on condition 
that a grade average of no lese than 75 percent be obtained also in the 
general secondary certificate stages. This will be divided into the same 
three groups which exist now--science, mathematics and letters--and the 
same subjects studied now, with the addition of some subjects which will 
qualify people for admission to specific university studies. <A person ap- 
plying for the general secondary can present an application for acceptance 
at the faculty he desires directly and every faculty will select those pre- 
senting thempelves to it to ascertain their real inclinations, so that on- 
ly those who prove that their inclinations and abilities conform to the 
type of study in the faculty will be accepted, within the limits of the 
number the faculty actually needs, by their rank in the selection, and the 
faculties will take the requirements of the state's development plan into 
account. 





Dr Najm requests that a review be made of free university education, on 


grounds that appropriate study expenses for the university stage of about 
50 pounds should be imposed, that the system of partly free or free educa- 
tion should be applied to students who are unable to pay or are exceptional 
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and that the earnings of each faculty should be applied to developing 
studies in the faculty, providing reference materials and constructing 
buildings. 


An important matter which has been raised for the firet time ie the resig- 
nation of a university professor from membership in a permanent committee 
to investigate the scientific output of faculty members. These are the 
committees which assume charge of evaluating professors’ research and 
evaluating the faculty members' right to be promoted. 


The resignation tendered by Dr Hilmi Shahateah, professor in the Faculty 

of Veterinary Medicine at Cairo University and member of the scientific 
committee on advancement of the faculty members, has a strange story be- 
hind it, whose gist may be summarized by the fact that two assistant pro- 
fessors at the Faculty of Veterinary Medicine prepared ea number of joint 
scientific research papers for promotion to the position of professor. 

The firet of these research papers was presented for promotion and the con- 
mittee agreed that these papers merited promotion with an outstanding rat- 
ing. The problem arose when the second person, Dr Midhat ‘Abd-al-liadi, 
assistant professor at the faculty, came forward; here a blatant discrep- 
ancy was prompted in the research evaluation, which had to be presented 

to the faculty council. The faculty council, after sharp discussions, 
agreed to the committee's decree by a vote of 12 for and nine votes against 
or abstentions. 


What prompts one's amazement is that the difference in evaluation by the 
two committees reached the point where the four papers presented by the 
firet professor were given a very good rating by the committee while it 
gave those of the second professor a weak or very weak rating. As a result 
of this obvious inconsistency, Dr Hilmi Shahatah, member of the committee, 
tendered his resignation, stating that justice was lacking even in evalu- 
ating professors’ research! 
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QUESTION OF UNIVERSITY FREEDOM EXPLORED

/Article; "University Independence--Will This Be Achieved by Making Uni- 
versities Subordinate to the Governor?" 


/Text/ The universities have begun to prepare spec.al studies on their 
recommendations concerning the new bases of the reorganization of the con- 
ditions of universities in Egypt. 


The correspondent of AL-AHRAM AL-IQTISADI has learned that the financial, 
intellectual and administrative independence of the universities and the 
issue of the universities’ relationship to the governorates in which they 
are situated is in the list of subjects set forth for study by the univers- 
ities in the new organization. 


In the sphere of independence of the universities, the recommendations pro- 
pounded include the fact that each university and its council should have 
the final powers on all executive measures bearing on the appointment of 
deans and professors, loans, transfers, and all affairs of faculty members. 


In the realm of relations between the universities and the governorates in 
which they are situated, the trend which has been suggested in the universi- 
ties is that the relationship existing between universities and governor- 
ates according to the executive bill on the Local Government Law should be 
consultative in nature and that this relationship should not be between 

the university and the governor. 


The Council of the University of Alexandria held a special meeting chaired 
by Dr ‘Ali Rida al-Hunaydi, president of the university, in which a number 
of decisions were taken, the most important being the confirmation of the 
full independence of universities, the fact that the university is respons- 
ible for the administration of its educational, financial and administra- 
tive affairs, that there should be no subordinate relationship between it 
and the governor, and that the university's relations should be confined 
to the agencies of the governorate. 
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AL-IQTISADI has learned that the proposed modifications to the Universities 
and the Local Government Laws deal with the regulation of relations between 
the universities and the governorates in a specific context, namely that 
the university should resolve the problems of its own environment and serve 
the features of development and services in it. 
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NEW WAGE STRUCTURE TO BE ANNOUNCED SOON

/Article by Mustafa ‘Imarah: "The New Wage Structure in a Few Days"/ 


/Text/ In the next few days, the new wage structure will be announced. 
Thie will call for a raise in the beginning grade of all classes, starting 
next July, for all current employees of the government, local government 
agencies, general authorities, and public sector units and companies, for 
people working in special staffe up to Group Two, whose grade ends at 80 
pounds. The value of the raise for the beginning graces of classes will 
be 3 pounds. About 3.5 million workers will benefit from it. 


The rise in the beginning grade for all classes of current government en- 
ployees will bring about an increase in the rising value of their salaries, 
so that these will be in accordance with the rise in the minimum wage and 
the increase in salaries when the appointment of new graduates possessing 
average, above average and higher qualifications begins. In addition, 
they will retain their service periods and seniority in the classes they 
occupy, while employment seniority and appointment periods will not be in- 
fringed on and financial benefits will be realized for the group of employ- 
ees who did not benefit from the first application of Law 83 and the de- 
crees interpreting and implementing that. 


The new wage structure does not affect the employment conditions now in 
effect for employees and the classes they occupy and there will be no mod- 
ification in groups_in the current employment structure, which starts with 
Group Six /and goes/ to the undersecretary. The change, rather, encompasses 
only the material compensation peopl. working get, such as wages and month- 
ly salaries. 





In addition, the raise in the starting grades of classes will meet the in- 
terests of new employees who will be appointed following issuance of the 
law remedying the effects of Law 83 in its new form, following its issuance 
and implementation as of next 1 July, so that the government will not be

faced with financial discrepancies among workers which constantly require 
new lawe to be remedied and cause great financial disruption among em- 


ployees,. 


The increase in salaries will begin as of next 1 July as a« result of the 
rise in the minimum wage from 16 to 20 pounds and a rise in the beginning 
appointment /salary/ of new graduates possessing average qualifications 
from 20 to 23 pounds, those with above average qualifications from 22 to 
25 pounds, and those with higher qualifications from 30 to 33 pounds. 


In addition, the law remedying the effects of the application of Law 83 
will be applied by paying out two raises at a minimum of 6 pounds to 
people with qualifications in addition to abrogation of the Defense and 
National Security taxes. 


Cost of Living Aseistance to Women on | July 


Muhammad ‘Abduh, undersecretary of finance, stated that the granting of 
additional cost of living assistance will start for married female employ- 
ees in the government, the public sector, local government agencies, and 
staffs bearing on the unmarried group beginning next 1 July; this will 
come to 3 pounds and will bring about equality, whereas the Law on Grant- 
ing Additional Cost of Living Assistance issued last January had brought 
deprivation on them. 


Muhammad 'Abduh added that 300,000 women would benefit from the cost of 
living assistance grant and that the costs of that would total 8.2 million 
pounds per year. 


Women Demand Full Application 

On the other hand, married working women are still demanding the applica- 
tion of the Law on the Additional Cost of Living Assistance in full, same 
as for men, because they bear full responsibility in their work.

Firet, the minimum salary will be raised from 16 to 20 pounds per year 
/sic/ as concerns employees in Group Six; this reprasents the bottom of 
the employment ladder. The value of their periodic raise will subsequent- 
ly rise from 12 to 18 pounds per year as of next | January. 


Second, the beginning financial grade for Group Six, to which people re- 
ceiving intermediate accreditations are to be appointed, will be raised to 
276 pounds per year in order to bring about an increase in their salaries 
upon the start of their appointment to 23 pounds from 20 pounds, per month. 


Third, an increase in the beginning annual financial grade for Group Three 
to which university graduates receiving higher accreditations or the 
equivalent are appointed, to 396 pounds instead of 360 pounds per year. 


The increases in salaries resulting from the application of the rectifica- 
tion of the results of Law 83 will be represented by granting the employees 
two raises of a minimum of 6 pounds, as follows: 


The raise granted to employees who were in service last 1 May which will 
be added to their salaries as of next 1 July; this will represent the first 
stage of the application of Law 83. 
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In the second stage, which will be put into implementation as of next 

1 July, the value of the raise granted in May will be deducted from the 
value of the two raises; then the employee will receive half the remaining 
value next 1 July and the other half on 30 June 19861, 


The table shows you the value of the raises in your salary beginning next 
lL July, according to the beginning grade of the class to which you are sub- 
ject this 30 June, apart from the periodic raises you have received in ac- 
cordance with your service period, in addition to encouragement raises,in 
the event these are granted, and additional inflation assistance in accord- 
ance with social states. 


We call your attention to the need to refer to the value of the raise you 
received last May, at the start of the implementation of Law 83, with the 
employee relations manager at your place of work, because some employee 
relations managers have deducted the value of the additional inflation as- 
sistance you received last January and have given you a raise in accordance 
with the salary which existed before additional cost of living assistance, 
which is part of the salary according to the law granting additional cost 
of living assistance, was added on. This caused a drop in the value of the 
raises which some employees have received in some areas. 
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NEW SALARY INCREASES SLATED FOR JULY

/Article: "An Increase_in Salaries in June: 3.5 Million Employees Will 
Benefit from the Raise"/ 


/Text/ The general state budget, whose implementation starts next 1 July, 
includes the sums allocated to set out a new wage structure for people 
working in government and public sector unite. 


AL-'UMMAL has learned that the new wage structure calls for increases in 
the beginning grades of all employees in the government, local government 
unite, authorities and public sector companies and people who belong to 
special staffs. About 3.5 million such employees will benefit from it. 


The new wage schedule will result in an increase in salaries when the ap- 
pointment of graduates possessing higher, above average and average quali- 
fications begins. It will also result in an increase in the salaries of 
current employees by gradually raising their salaries to conform to the in- 
crease in the starting appointment /salary/. It will also enable them to 
retain their seniority. 


The new structure also includes an increase in the value of periodic 
raises from 24 to 36 pounds per year for Groups Six and Five. 


The beginning grades of employment classes will be raised on the follow- 
ing basis: 


Group Six: this represents the bottom of the employment ladder in the 
government and the public sector. The annual employment class of those 
occupying it will rise to 20 pounds per month from 16 pounds per month. 


Group Four: The financial employment class of this group is 18 pounds per 
month. This will benefit from the decree raising the minimum wage in ad- 
dition to the decision for a new beginning /salary/in it which will be 
greater than 240 pounds. 
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Group Seven: Ite financial employment class begins at 240 pounds per year. 
People who obtain diplomas from secondary industrial and trad* schools and 
intermediate certificates settled by Law 83 since ite issuance are appointed 
to this group. 


Group Three: its financial employment base now starts at 360 pounds per 
year. Those who obtain higher qualifications among university graduates 
and the equivalent are appointed to this, and the minimum level for the 
appointment of university graduates will be raised. 


The conditions of old employees and those who are now occupying employment 
Group Two or the following group will be settled in the light of the addi- 
tional raises stipulated for them in Law 83 in ite new form. 


The new rules for Law 83 will be observed in applying the new wage struc- 
ture. Bmploymnt seniority and appointment periods will not be disturbed 
and financial benefits will be brought about for the group of employees 
who did not benefit from the first application of Law 83 and the decrees 
explaining and implementing that. 


The new wage schedule includes an increase in the starting value of per- 
iodic raises from 24 pounds per year to 36 pounds per year. People newly 
appointed to Groups Six and Five will benefit from this. 


When applied, the new wage schedule will also provide for the additional 
raise which was stipulated for all government employees in service at 

1 May, especially the new employees who were not in service when Law 83 
was issued in 1973. It will meet the interests of new appointees who will 
be appointed following the issuance of the law abrogating Law 83 in its 
new form and the commencement of the first stage of implementation of it 
next 1 July, so that the government will not be faced with financial dis- 
crepancies among employees whose remedy will require laws in the future. 


The new wage schedule will not affect the employment conditions now stipu- 
lated for employees and the classes they occupy. It will not modify the 
current groups in the employment structure, beginning with Grou, Six and 
rising to the class of first undersecretary, but it will include the change 
in monetary compensation which employees receive as monthly wages and 
salaries. 


The new government plan for 1980-81, whose implementation will start next 
1 July, is aimed at providing 462,800 new job opportunities in the various 
sectors of the economy, production and services, so that the total number 
of people employed by the end of 1980-81 will come to about 11,412,000. 


An increase in wages to 5,654,600,000 pounds, will result from that, an in- 


crease totalling 564.9 million pounds over 1979-80, or an annual rate of 
growth of 11.1 percent. 
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AL. 'UMMAL hae learned that 149,000 university graduates and people with 
Latermediate accreditations will be appointed during the next 2 weeks. 


Among Chose graduates are 36,000 university graduates of the classes of 
1976 and January 1979, in addition to some people accredited in 1980 to 
work in the Minietry of Education, 68,200 graduates with above average 

qualifications and 93,100 graduates with average qualifications in 1977. 


The necessary financial credite for the appointment of these graduates 
have been included in the new budget. 
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QUESTION OF RAISES FOR HIGH GOVERNMENT PERSONNEL RAISED 
Cairo AL-AHRAM AL-IQTISADI in Arabic 16 Jun 80 pp 22-25 


/Acticle by Mustafa Imam and Jamal Zayidah: “The Problem of the ‘Govern- 
mental’ Maximum Salary"/ 


/Text/ Many groupe of employees in the government and the public sector 
look forward to the fiscal year with obscure joy and rosy hopes, except 
for the top management steff--directors general, undersecretaries, board 
chairman. 


In one way or another the fiscal year means a real or pro forma increase 
in the salaries of most people. The exceptional groups have forgotten the 
obscure joy and have lost feeling for the rosiness of hope. The salaries 
have been in the freezer for 20 years. There are no bonuses and no raises. 
As far as these salaries are concerned the fiscal year does not feed the 
actual and peychological centers of fear- fear of the unknown, prices ris- 
ing, and expenses being inflated and sucking up all incomes. 


The majority is permitted to talk. It enjoys sympathy, care, and thought 
about all the means of increasing their wages and salaries. They are 
people with limited incomes! The exceptional groups are condemned to 
silence. Any thinking about increasing their wages meets with levity mixed 
with embarrassment. 


The result is that the exceptional classes are gradually moving with each 
passing day from a distinctive social level to the level of those of lim- 
ited incomes. 


Defensive Conduct 


The exceptional groups have remained silent. However, some of them have 
been acting in a defensive frame of mind since 1475. Some of them have 
fled the government aad the public sector and have become employed in lib- 
eral occupations or economic liberalization companies; others have 
migrated abroad. 
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A Pian io the Context of Silence 


The defensive conduct started on an individual, limited basis, but became 
@ phenomenon which all economic and management conferences have dealt with. 


The silent ones found people to speak for them, to say that it was neces- 
sary to let go of the ceiling on the wages of top management. 


They also found people who opposed thie, and people aleo appeared who held 
to a third line--those offering an intermediate solution satisfying propon- 
ents and opponents. The discussions were actually crystallized in « plan 
to modify the eyetem of wages and salaries for top management. The plan 
was presented to the Plan Committee in the cabinet of Dr Mustafa Khalil in 
an embarrassed frame of mind. In order not to deprecate the understanding 
of goale and objectives, the Plan Committee decided to put off reviewing 
the plan until the necessary financial measures were arranged and the eal- 
aries of lower officials were modified. 


The decision was not convincing; the subject was permeated with anger and 
the silence was afflicted with tedium, especially after the current govern- 
ment had frankly declared that reviewing the salaries of employees was 
among its most prominent objectives. 


The element most frequently reised within this group is the fact that the 
law specifying maximum salaries for top management was issued under circum- 
stances which differ greatly from the present ones, socially and economic- 
ally. 


Socially, the top management classes represented the cream of the society 
which gained distinction after the revolution, following the liquidation 
of the feudalistic and quasi-capitalistic groups. Economically, prices 
changed within very emall distances and limits, inflation was unknown, and 
the pound bought a great deal, as statistics on the consumer price index 
for 1970 show. Circumstances had changed a great deal when the law was is- 
sued. No one can present one item of proof to refute the great changes 
which have occurred in 20 years. 


Decline in Theory and Practice 


Prices increased. The costs of living increased. More than that, as 
‘Abd-al-Tawwab Sulayman, member of the board of directors of the Egyptian 
Chemical Company, says, “Salaries of top management declined in theory and 
practice from the ceiling the law specified, since a decline occurred in 
salaries during this period. An example of that is the fact that the ex- 
pense allowance dropped by 25 percent in 1967; in addition, before 1967 
all members of top management had been receiving full allowances which 
were reduced. After this, it happened that « decree was issued by the 
prime minister suspending the disbursement of allowances for full time 
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work; a6 @ consequence Che maximum limite on Cop management salaries be- 
came the following: 


Chairman of boards of directors, 7,100 pounde base salary, plus an expense 
allowance of 2,000 pounds, reduced by one fourth, that is, 1,500 pounds. 


Neade of sectors: members of boards of directors, 2,060 pounds base salary, 
plue an expense allowance of 1,000 pounds, reduced by the same one quarter. 


Ae far as the government went, these became: firet ministerial undersecre- 
taries, 2,100 pounds plus an expense allowance of 200 pounde. 


Raises in the Preeser 


The problem has « peychological aspect, in the opinion of Kamal Sabri, 
director general in the Secretariat of Metal Industries, because top man- 
agement personnel are working without hope for any future reises. Aseured- 
ly, the absence of hope can influence the productivity of the employee, 
who has reached the highest grade in his clase and consequently will remain 
in thie clase for many long years without any increase in salary. This 
situation ie in practice contradictory to human motives, which require 
material or moral acknowledgment. The government has recognized the psycho- 
logical dimensions of the problem and has considered it fit to remedy the 
situation by granting managers edditional raises, even though they have 
reached the highest grede of the class. However, this remedy has been car- 
ried out only twice in 10 years, and we should bear in mind that those in- 
creases are to be considered trivial in comparison with the inflation in 
prices, whose rate exceeds 15 to 25 percent per year. 


He adds that the situation with the people occupying top management differs 
from the low classes because the lower employees have opportunities to ad- 

vance while the chairman of the board's situation is otherwise and he will 

never be promoted to « higher clase. Therefore, the failure to grant man- 

agers periodic raises means that their salary has started to become inade- 

quate; ae « result of that, the level of management has started to deteri- 

orate as a result of the lack of incentives for these managers and the de- 

ficiency in output which results from that. 





The conclusion which Kemal Sebri reaches is that ultimately the general 
manager is an employee with « limited income, since all employees are to 
be included in one class. 


The Effect of Liberalization 


‘Abd-al-Hamid Sa'id, chairman of the board of directors of the Qaha Con- 
pany, adde another dimension to the changes which have taken plece in 

Egypt and their effect on top management personnel. The economic liber- 
alization policy has been accompanied by the entry of dozens of foreign, 
Arab and Egyptian companies into activity on the market, and management 
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personnel have come into demand. Emticemente have started appearing, 
snacching edminietratively competent people away, since the liberalisation 
companies pay managers three Cimes Che public sector and government salar- 
ies and pay junior engineers more than the salary of a chairman of the 
board of directors of @ public sector company. The liberalisation compan- 
ies have taken many people, they cook 1,500 engineers from one public sec- 


tor company. 


People who are in favor of removing the ceiling on the salar.es of top 
management are many, and each one has hie point of view. 


Muhanmead Zaki al-'Urabi, chairman of the board of directors of Cairo Bank, 
says, “My conviction that it is necessary to remove the ceiling on the 
wages of top management arose in 1974; | accually presented the authori- 
ties with the recommendation that salaries be increased in response to the 
rise in the rates of inflation and prices and I requested that the tax on 
money earned from work be abrogated as a first step to increase wages. At 
that time the value of the tax was 26 million pounds. I also requested 
that the ceiling be raised to the level of 9,000 pounds. However, this 

a view did not meet with acceptance. Some people oppos.d it by saying 
that senior managers wanted new rights, but the iseue, in my view, was not 
new rights but « practical confrontation of the resulte of economic liber- 
alization and inflation. The liberalization was stealing away good per- 
sonell, and inflation was devouring salaries. Anxiety for the future was 


prompting many people to migrate." 
The Opposition Front 


Another opinion from chairmen of the boards of directors is opposed to re- 
moving the ceiling. 


Dr ‘Abd-al-Mun'im in Khazbak, president of the Republic Pharmaceuticals 
Company, says, “It is not possible to increase the wages and salaries of 
top management at present due to the circumstances the national economy 
is passing through, the shortage of financial resources, and the economic 
etraite through which the public sector companies are passing. This will 
produce negative repercussions in the morale of people working in lower 
classes in private companies, especially since the classes who have felt 
the inflation the most are low-level employees who may be deprived of many 
necessities if their salaries are sot iaproved.” 


He adds, “Although top management salaries are not sufficient, if the ceil- 
ing ie removed chat will mean that « great leap will occur in salaries, 
which will be followed of necessity by a rise in the salaries of the secon- 
dary and tertiary management in the form of undersecretaries and general 
managers. From thie will arise new burdens on public sector companies 
end « rise in inflation rates.” 
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The Third Solution 


Owing to the importance of the problem, and ite effect on the future of 
the domestic econcay, holders of the third, tntermediate solution propound 
@ recommendation that the ceiling on wages be removed. For example, 
Muhanmad Salamah Iema'il, the chairman of the board of directors of the 
National Textile Company, considers that removing the ceiling on salaries 
of top management is appropriate on condition that a system be set out to 
link che increase in the form of incentives to rates of performance and 
general activity in the production and sales fields, the guidance of spend- 
ing and rises in che level of productive competence of the employees; in 
thie manner, the increase in wages and salaries of top management will be 
objectively linked to the company's activity. 


Caveats and Conditions 


Dr Muhammad ‘Afifi Hampudeh, of the Business Administration Depart - 
ment of the Commerce /Paculty/ at ‘Aym Shams, sets out « number of caveats 
when thinking of removing the ceiling on top management salaries in the 
public sector and the government: 


"A unified staff and a specific system should be applied to all government 
employees in the government and the public sector for evaluating employ- 
ment positions. We cannot raise the salaries of a limited class of em- 


ployees alone, such as top management. 


“When raising the salaries of top management I would never create an in- 
centive for the manager in a manner which would require an increase in pro- 
duction; they consider such incceases one of the rights which they have 
acquired and this increase will therefore not be used to create an incen- 
tive to increase production. In eddition, increasing salaries vill meet 
with the traditional query: where will we get the necessary resources? 


"The inflation in the employment structure and grades in the public sector 
and the government were imposed from the beginning by the system of ap- 
pointment from within the work force. If we conduct a census of the people 
occupying positions in top management we will find «a large number of people 
occupying the positions of undersecretaries of ministries, general directors, 
heads of companies, members of boards of directors and appointed members 
who rose gradually in their positions after manpower appointments; thus it 
is fair to think of raising the salaries of everyone occupying these posi - 
tions, especially since a limited percentage of these employees are the 
ones who do the most thorough work. For example, « study was made on « 
public sector company which has « board chairman and four sector heads who 
are members of the board of directors; from the study, it became clear 

that the company head and the sector head are the ones who do most of the 


work of managing the company; it was not easy to meet the thrue managers 
during the performance of the study, because they did not engsege in the 
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taske of their jobe in a regular fashion. Le is therefore not fair to in- 
crease the salaries of these three at the same rate as the chairman and 
board member." 


Dr ‘Afifi Hammudah recommends two other solutions to the problem. One is 
restricted in time; thie takes the form of distinguishing among employees 
in Cop management through a system of incentives, especially since it has 
not been able to increase the base salary of top management and grant 
bonuses (oO managers who produce. 


Another solution is long term: to have a change in the system of appoint~ 
ing from within the workforce, guiding graduates into occupational activi- 
ties and reducing admissions to universities to a specific number in ac~- 
cordance with a government plan defining requiremente for university 
people, and to drop the process of pricing degrees from consideration, or 
to make estimates of salaries in accordance with the capability and poten- 
tial of the person applying to occupy the position. 


‘Abd-al-Hamid Sa'id recommends another solution to the problem: this takes 
the form of restricting the salaries of top management through a general 
law which would set out general rules on salaries, setting « minimum and a 
maximum and leaving the company room to move between the maximum and mint- 
mum, while setting out other rules for the setting of wages and salaries, 
on the grounds that these companies should ultimately be held accountable 
for their output and the profite they realize at the general meeting. The 
nature of the company's activity should be taken into consideration in 
setting wages and salaries so that they will be close to the wages in the 
group of similar companies. The rules the company board of directors sete 
out for evaluating wages will conform to expertise and work, not job 
descriptions. This means setting out special bills for corresponding com- 
panies in production in the general framework of the Law setting wages and 
saleries. The issue is still open to discussion. 


The Historic Principles of the Maximum 


Law No 113 for the Year 1961 setting the maximum limit on wages was issued 
during the union with Syria. It stipulated that “It is not permissible 

for the total received by a chairman of a board of directors, an appointed 
member of a board of directors, a member of a board of directors or any 
person working in any general authority or organization, company or society 
to exceed 5,000 pounds (50,000 Syrian pounds) in his capacity as an employee 
or consultant or in any other capacity, whether the sums are disbursed to 
him in the form of compensation, salary, expense allowance or any other 
form." 


To justify the law, the explanatory memorandum added, “The need to achieve 
social justice, which was represented by the fact that some limited groups 
of the country's citizens were able by working in che general authorities 
or orgenizations or companies or societies to obtain massive “sonable 














financial benefice (by the assesemente of 1961)--benefite which did not 
just take the form of salaries but aleo took numerous forms and adopted 
various types, euch as expense allowances and attendance allowances- - 

has therefore made it necessary to impose « maximum on these financial 
benefite eo that they will always remain within reasonable limits. There- 
fore, the law has set the maximum at 5,000 pounds,"

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NEW LAW SPELLS OUT NEW BENEFITS FOR MINEWORKERS

/Article: "New Benefits for People Working in Mines and Quarries through 
Their New Law"/ 


/Text/ Today the People's Assembly Workforce Committee, headed by Husayn 
Wishahi, chairman of the committee, will discuse the draft law bearing on 
the regu tion of work in mines and quarries, having agreed co it in prin- 
ciple last week, so they may issue it before the end of the current 
People's Assembly session. 


Among the most important contente of the draft is the fact that instella- 
tions are compelled to conduct periodic medical examinations on workers 
every 6 months; not employ workers underground more than 6 hours a day, 
including the time they spend going from the surface of the ground to the 
worksite underground and the time they spend returning to the surface; and 
that working hours be broken up for one or more meal and rest periods, of 
not less than 1 hour in total length, so that the workers will not remain 
more than 3 consecutive hours underground. 


The law also calle for workers to receive overtime pay for working in 
overtime periods equal to their regular wages , with an additional 100 per- 
cent if they work before sunset and 200 percent if they work after sunset. 


The law calle for an increase of 2 weeks in the normal vacation for those 
subject to the law for those workers in areas remote from settied areas. 


The law compels installations to provide workers and members of their fan- 
ilies necessary medical firet aid and care and medical treatment free of 
charge and provide adequate sources of drinking water at production sites 
for the workers and their families and their ordinary use. The installa- 
tions are to offer their workers three meals free of charge in eating 
places which they will prepare for this purpose at production sites in re- 
mote areas and places remote from settled areas and two meals as far as 
other production sites are concerned. 
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The Law also obligates installations to provide for their workers in ex- 
traction, outfitting and processing areas remote from settled areas free 
housing for married workers and unmarried workers, supplied with the 
necessary health facilities and the necessary social and cultural services. 


The Law requires that workers be granted a nature of work allowance rang- 
ing from 30 to 60 percent of the base wage, according to the circumstances 
of work and the riske the workers are exposed to in each position or occu- 
pation, and that workers in remote areas be granted a living allowance 
ranging from 30 to 60 percent of the base wage. These areas and the per- 
centage allowance etipulated for workers in each area will be spelled out 
by a decree of the minister of manpower in agreement with the competent 
minister. 


The law requires that the echedule of wages and raises accompanying the 
law be applied to workers subject to ite provisions, on condition that the 
wages and raises be considered a miniaum which it is not permissible to go 
below. The wage classes listed in this schedule may be amended to keep 
abreast of economic developments and the cost of living index. 


The table of wages calle for the following: 


The excellent grade: etart of the grade, 2,400 pounds; end of grade, 
3,000; annual raise, 120 pounds. 


High grede: start of the grade, 1,800 pounds; end of grade, 2,400 pounds; 
annual reise, 120 pounds. 


General director: start of the grade, 1,500 pounds; end of grade, 2,040; 
annual reise, 96 pounds; period of duration in the grade, 1 year. 


Class One: start of the grade, 1,200 pounds; end of grade, 1,920 pounds; 
annual raise, 84 pounds; period of duration in the grade, 2 years. 


Class Two: start of the grade, 900 pounds; end of the grade, 1,680 pounds; 
raise in the grade, 72 pounds, period of duration in the grade, 5 years. 


Class Three: start of the grade, 540 pounds; end of the grade, 1,500 
pounds; raise in the grade, 48 pounds per year, rising to 60 pounds when 
the salary of 720 pounds per year is reached; period of duration in the 
grade, 7 years. 


Class Four: start of the grade, 480 pounds; end of the grade, 1,200 
pounds; raise in the grade, 36 pounds per year; period of duration in the 
grade, 4 years. 


Class Five: start of the grade, 240 pounds; end of the grade, 900 pounds; 
annual raise, 30 pounds; period of duration in the grade, 4 years. 
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Clase Six: stare of the grade, 360 pounds; end of the grade, 720 pounds; 


annual raise for the grade, 24 pounds; period oc duration in the grade, 
5 years, 


The draft law contains penal articles on the imposition of punishments of 
imprisonment and fines or both together for persons responsible for the 
violation of any of ite stipulations, /Text ends at this point.

GERMAN CAR SALES--Egyptian imports of cars from West Germany regressed 
noticeably in 1979. The value of German cars imported came to 267 million 
marks in 1976, increasing to 286 million in 1977, then dropping to 209 
million marks in 1978 and 201 million marks in 1979. The drop is not just 
in value alone, but also in the number of units, as a consequence of the 
great increase in the prices of German cars in 1978 and 1979. Egyptian io- 
ports from Germany recorded a significant increase in other transport 
vehicles; these were 12 million marks in 1976 and 16 million marks in 1979. 
Airplane imports rose in the same period from 6 to 21 million marks, elec- 
tronic products from 129 to 177 million marks, iron work from 16 to 24 
million marks, plastic from 29 to 50 million marks, sheet steel from 4 to 
10 million marks and pharmaceutical products from 38 to 40 million marks. 
Total German exports to Egypt increased from 1.47 million marks in 1976

TEXTILE INDUSTRY WOES--Eng Taha Zaki, the minister of industry, received a 
report on the crisis which has been facing the private sector textile 
plants for a period which though not long is threatening the plants with 
closure. The Ministry of Industry also received, at the same time, a num- 
ber of telegrams from the Federation of Egyptian Industries and factory 
owners asking the new minister for help. What is responsible for the 
crisis threatening the mills with closure are the spinning factories in the 
public sector, which have not delivered their shares of spinning to the 
mills but have increased their spinning exports to European countries, now 
that importers’ willingness to pay high prices for them has increased. 

The Spinning Support Fund has prepared a report on the problem, which it 
presented to the minister after his meeting with officials in the Ministry 
of Industry.

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DETERIORATION REPORTED IN IRAN-SOVIET RELATIONS 
Protection for Soviet Embassy 
Paris NAME-YE RUZ in Persian 9 Jul 80 pp 1,2 


[Text] In recent days progressive and left-leaning forces have been attacked 
as well as the Tudeh Party, which from the revolution's beginning supported 
the Islamic republican regime without reservations. Yesterday the Soviet 
Governmert requested that Iranian officials take necessary actions to prevent 
the probable occupation of the Soviet Embassy in Tehran. 


An announcement which was published by the Soviet Embassy press attache in 
Tehran, one copy of which previously had been show to the Foreign Ministry, 
stated that accordiug to existing information, elements which have antago- 
nistic feelings towards the Soviet Union intend to undertake provocative 
actions against the Soviet Embassy. In this letter the Soviet Embassy “reminds 
the Foreign Ministry and other authorities of the dangerousness of such actions 
and seriously requests that necessary actions be taken to prevent this 
eventuality." 


Sadeq Qotbzadeh, foreign minister, immediately assured the Soviet ambassador 
that all actions necessary to protect the Soviet Embassy in Iran will be taken. 
As of yesterday evening forces equipped to protect the Soviet embassy were 
busy patrolling the streets surrounding the embassy. 


Darkest Stage in Iran-Soviet Relations 


Radio Loodon yesterday quoted its eastern division commentator, saying that 
the Soviet Embassy letter was given to Iranian authorities at a time when 
relations between the Soviets and Iran are darkening. 


Sadeq Qotbzadeh, Iranian foreign minister, has attracted severe Soviet crit- 
icism on occasion of his open support of the Afghani querrillas and his verbal 
attacks on the USSR concerning their military intervention in Afghanistan. 


It was expected that Iran-Soviet economic relations would expand in light of 
the economic sanctions of the Western nations against Iran. However, not much 











progress has been made in this field, One high-ranking Lranian mission even 
spent 5 days in Moscow last month, During this period talke were held con- 
cerning @eans of expanding economic relations between the two countries, but 
ho Hoticeable results were achieved from these talks. 


in any case, during the past week the current relations between iran and the 
Soviet lnion reached their darkest point, During this period, one Russian 
diplomat was expelled from Iran on a charge of spying. Sadeq Qotbeadeh re- 
quested that the number of Soviet diplomatic personnel in Iran be reduced, and 
furthermore accused Soviet officiale of having had a hand in actions taken 
against Iran in numerous cases. 


The newspaper of the Islamic Republican Party, which supported the occupation 
of the U.S. Embassy in Tehran in advance, writes that Soviet spies along with 
U.S. sples have taken actions against the Iranian revolution. This newspaper 
warned the Soviet Union that if ite diplomate undertake espionage activities, 
they will be treated the same way as were the U.S. agents. 





Iran-Soviet relations have also come under pressure as a consequence of events 
in Baku, the capical of Soviet Azerbaijan. Two days ago in this city there 
were disturbances around the Iranian consulate. According to reports a group 
of demonstrating Iranians took part in these events. These Iranians have lived 
in the Soviet Union for 40 years, meaning from the time that Soviet forces 
temporarily occupied Iranian Azerbaijan and established 4 communist government 
in that district. 


According to reports, these persons now wish to return to Iran, and are unhappy 
and dissatisfied about the delay of Iranian officials in giving them visas. 
However, the Iranian Foreign Ministry says that a conspiracy to occupy Lranian 
diplomatic missions is involved. One Lranian Government spokesman said that 

4 warning was given to Soviet authorities that no harm must come to Lranian 
diplomats. 


Suspicion of the Tudeh Party 


From another quarter a daily-increasing suspicion in Iran of the Tudeh Party 
has come into being. This party was gradually reorganized during the re- 
volutionary period, particularly so in northern Iran, which has been its 
traditional power base. 


The Tudeh Party, with a united policy of definite support for Ayatollah 
Khomeyni, succeeded to a degree in attracting the support of some members 

of other leftist groups. For some of these groups it is difficult to docide 
whether to support the Iranian regime because of its anti-imperialistic policy 
or oppose it because of its antileftist policy. But the expressions of 
loyalty of the Tudeh Party to Ayatollah Khomeyni have not convinced Iran's 
leaders. 


Last week Sadeq Qotbzadeh stated that lvdeh Party members are Soviet agents 
who are striving to alter Iran's domestic situation to the Soviet Union's 
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advantage, in the wake of the current purging of all persons that are said 
to be under the influence of the East or Weat, suspicion in Iran of Soviet 
intentions has become very intense, 


The Soviet Union has doubtless understood thie matter. And it is completely 
aware of the fact that public sentiment in Iran after the revolution appears 
in the form of masse demonstrations, 


in the firet part of the current year, 4 group of people tried to occupy the 
Soviet Embassy in Tehran on the pretext of objection to Soviet military in- 
tervention in Afghanistan, It was only due to the actions of the Revolution 
Guards that prevented them from doing so. At that time the guards called this 
a counterrevolutionary action. 


The USSR now explicitly etates that in the case of a probable attack on its 
embassy in Tehran it expects Iranian authorities to make efforts to protect 
it with the very same firmness. 


Russian Butchery in Afghanistan 


Radio iran, during a violent attack on the presence of Soviet forces in 
Atghanistan, said that the Russians have replaced their inexperienced soldiers 
with older and ro .gher ones to fight the Afghani guerrillas. 


The Russians have sent back 108 tanks, rockets and heavy weapons for the reason 
that these devices had no effectiveness against the guerrillas in their forti- 
fied mountainous positions. The Russians then went on violently to bomb 
villages in mountain areas after the withdrawal of these weapons; due to the 
bombing thousands of innocent people were killed. 


But what did it profit the U.S. agents who carried out this butchery many 
times over in Vietnam? What did it profit them? And the Russians, under the 
shattering blows of the Afghani Meslems who fight with faith and belief in 
God, will eventually be forced to leave this country or be faced with total 
dishonor. 


Foreign Press Comments 
Paris NAME-YE RUZ in Persian 10 Jul 80 pp 11, 12 


[Text] Day by day Iran-Soviet relations become more critical. During the past 
2 days, much of the Eastern Bloc press for the first time attacked “reaction- 
aries who are striving to bring anxiety to the international friendship of Iran 
and the Soviet Union.” And communist party organs made their reports concerning 
Iran in conjunction with criticism. 


Withdrawal of Russian Forces from Afghanistan Due to Iran 


Based on a report by a GUARDIAN corresponcent from Moscow, Moscow newspapers 
have written that anti-Soviet groups desire provocations leading to the 
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destruction of the Soviet embassy in Tehran and damage to the “good neighborly 
relations between the two countries.” They aleo write that the Soviet Embasay 
has given 4 warning about thie matter to the Iranian Poreign Ministry. 


The cause of the Soviet warning is probably two events: One week ago the 
iranian Foreign Ministry expelled a first secretary of the Soviet Embassy 
on a charge of espionage. This charge is the one that wae made againet the 
U.S. hostages, 


At the end of last week a number of Iranians demonstrated in front of the 
Iranian consulate in Baku, the capital of Soviet Azerbaijan. This event 
was reported to Tehran by Professor Mohammad Makari, Iranian ambassador. It 
appears that these demonstrators were L[ranian communists and Azerbaijan re- 
fugees who recently came from Iran and have not been permitted to return. 


in January a group entered the garden of the Soviet Embassy in Tehran, but 
were expelled by the Revolution Guards. According to a TASS news agency 
report, they were probably opponents of the Afghans. Several days later a 
group Looted the Afghanistani Embassy in Tehran. 


Relations between the Soviet Union and Iran are in a critical stage. While 
Moscow is still hopeful that the crisis in U.S.-LIranian relations will con- 
tinue, Iran continues to condemn the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 


The Soviets are angry that Iran made representatives of the Afghani rebels 
members of their delegation to the recent Islamic Conference. The Soviets 
have continually warned the Iranians not to permit Afghan rebels to attack 
Afghanistan from Iranian soil, but they have gained no results from this 
effort. 


According to the statements of Soviet commentators, the recent Soviet announce- 
ment of partial withdrawal of ite forces from Afghanistan was because the 
Soviets wanted to show Iran that they have no thoughts about (aggression on) 
its territory. 


The Russians admit that Iran for some time will remain unstable. Its spokesman 
accept that the country's (Iran's) tendency towards a religious government 
will be supported by the masses of the Iranian nation. 


This week Soviet authorities said that although Iran's economic problems are 
huge, they do not expect popular dissatisfaction with Ayatollah Khomeyni and 
his control of the country to appear in the foreseeable future. 


This tone differs from the tone existing before the occupation of the U.S. 
embassy and the hostage-taking. In an article published last September, which 
was denied after violent criticism by the Iranians, the Russians expressed 
hope that contacts would be made between the religious people and the secular, 
left-leaning forces. In this article it was stated that the revolution 
(lranian) was subsiding. 
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After the occupation of the U.S. Embassy, Moscow showed itself to be an ally 
of iran in confrontation with the allied countries, Although the Soviet 
Union voted affirmatively to a Security Council declaration which termed thie 
occupation a violation of international rights and diplomatic immunity, it 
vetoed application of sanctions against Iran, 


But with the occupation of Afghanistan Iran canceled articles in the lran= 
Soviet teraty which gives Moscow permission to interfere militarily in Iran. 
Nevertheless Soviet trade with Lran te increasing, and Moscow and ite allies 
are trying to benefit from the Weat's sanctions. 


Fear of Taking Russian Hostages 


The newspaper LE MATIN wrote that perhaps the Soviet Union has forgotten a 
little too quickly that the goal of the Iranian Ielamic revolution was 
struggle against all the superpowers; meaning against the "great devils," 
such as the allied countries, and the “middling devils," particularly if they 
are communist. 


Now it suddenly seems that Moscow hae realized that an unfortunate fate may 
be awaiting ite diplomats resembling that of their U.S. colleagues. 


A while ago lranian-Soviet relations entered an intense period of increasing 
gravity. Despite many backlashes--Khomeyni termed the proposal of Soviet 
military assistance “insulting"--the Soviet Union has continuously relied on 
the “anti-imperialiest” attitude, meaning in ite view the anti-American 
attitude of the Lranian revolution. The Tudeh Party, following Moscow, sup- 
ported the “imam's line” without reservation from the beginning of the 
revolution. 


However, the occupation of Afghanistan has again fanned the flames of the 
irreconciable struggle of revolutionary Islam with the several Soviet-line 
communist factions. Even if Tehran in recent months has been preoccupied 
with the crisis with the allied countries, it can only with difficulty forget 
for long that Russian tanks are now crushing 4 brother Moslem nation.

[Text] Kuwait--The Kuwaiti paper AL-ANBA' said today that the Iranian 
revolutionary government is currently investigating whether Foreign Minister 
Qotbzadeh had contacts with the American Central Intelligence Agency and 
SAVAK, the secret police of the former shah. The paper cites informed 
sources in London as saying that Iran is still checking reports that 
Qotbzadeh had “dealings” with those two sides during his student days at 

the American University of Georgetown “and that he used to submit to them 
reports during that period about the activities of the Iranian students 

and their political inclinations.” 


It says that among details being investigated by the Lranian authorities 

and which, according to the paper, led “to the paralysis of Qothzadeh's 
current movement and activities, is information which says that he, during 
his presence at the present ministry, continued his contacts with American 
officials, in particular with Hamilton Jordan, White House Chief of Staff, 
and it is suspected that during these meetings he plotted against the revolu- 
tion.” 


The paper mentions that the Iranian minister “recently has been placed under 
surveillance” by some of those close to the Iranian spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeyni, and they are certain that “he contacted American officials, not 
previously approved, and in a secret manner during his visits to Switzerland 
and Norway last June.” 


Iran recently denied reports that Qotbzadeh has resigned his post and left 
lran.

|Text) The 70 Iranians remanded in custody yesterday after the American 
Embassy demonstration in Mayfair today carried out their threat to go on 
hunger etrike. 


The home office confirmed that all are refusing normal prison food but are 
taking liquide. They were described today as “peaceful.” 


The lranians were charged with offences ranging from threatening behaviour 
to assaulting police and carrying offensive weapons. 


The home office said the 70 were in three prisons in and around London--55 
at Brixton, 11 at Holloway and four at Ashford in Middlesex. 


There have been no reports of any incidents either in or outside any of 
the three jails. 


At Brixton, a senior officer said: “I've seen them all myself this morning 
and, to be honest, I'm 100 percent surprised at how happy and in good spirits 
they appear to be. 


"They're doing everything the daily routine will allow--going to bed when 
the other prisoners do and getting up and washing.” 


One of the lranians said yesterday the hunger strike would last until repre- 
senatives of the Iranian Embassy made contact. 


The home office spokesman said: “If a member of the embassy wishes to visit 
any of them, then I'm sure the appropriate arrangements would be made." 


He said he did not know of any request from the embassy to do so. 


liome office policy on hunger strikers is to avoid feeding them artificially. 
"If a prisoner wishes to refuse food then it's up to him,” the spokesman said. 
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The spokesman said any question of deportation was purely speculation at 
this stage and it was for a magistrate to decide, 


The spokesman declined .o comment on speculation that the potentially 
delicate situation would make a deportation decision more difficult, 


Checks on nationality and immigration status would in any case be hindered 
because the Llraniane yesterday refused to give their names and addresses. 


The home office is liaising with the foreign office, which has been in 
touch with the lLranian Embasay. 


The lranian Embassy in London has appointed a lawyer to defend those remanded, 
4 spokesman said today. 





Mr Mohammed Sakhtianchy, of the embassy press department, said: “We are 
here to defend. It is the duty of the embassy to defend our citizens 
abroad in this country." 


During the hearings at Malborough Street court yesterday, the proceedings 
were delayed while officials tried to contact someone from the Iranian 
Embassy, but it was later said in court no-one from the embassy would speak 
to the accused. 


This was strongly denied today by Mr Sakhtianchy, who said: 
"It's a falee lie. There was no request for anyone to go to the court.” 


He said there had been no approach from either the foreign office, home 
office or the police. 


Asked if the embassy would be protesting to the government over the arrests, 
Mr Sakhtianchy said: “All channels will be exhausted." 


The home office said later one of the 11 women remanded in Holloway was 
English but she was still unidentified. 


it was also stated that a representative from the Iranian Embassy visited 
Brixton Prison last night, but was too late to be able to see the men de- 
tained there. 


The foreign office confirmed today it had been in touch with the Iranian 
Embassy since the incident in Grosvenor Square, but it refused to give any 
details of the discussions. 


A spokesman said: “We are able to say only that the contacts took place by 
mutual agreement."

[Text] Paris, 5 Aug (AFP)-<Lranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr today 
accused France of providing “training centres" for extremist action against 
the Lranian regime.

Sadr said that “the subversion going on in Iran" was basically "prepared" in 
France. 


"People are hired here," Mr Bani-Sadr said. "They are sent to France, 
trained, and sent back to Iran to carry out subversive acts." 


On the executions in Iran, Mr Bani-Sadr said that some were "inevitable," 
but “most are unjust.” 


He also expressed the view that there are “too many governments in Iran." 


"We have managed in recent months to suppress some of them," he said, 
adding that it would not be easy to suppress all the “diversified powers."

Bakhtiar's Visits to Iraq 


Meanwhile, a secret report obtained by AL~'ASR states that the wave of 
violence which is now raging in the border area is caused by a number of 
Iranians living in exile. They are opposed to Ayatollah Khomeyni's 
regime and are supported by Iraq. Shahpur Bakhtiar was the last prime 
minister in office when the shah left Iran. Bakhtiar is now directing 
a number of opposition groups in exile. He visited Baghdad secretly for 
the third time last May and met with Iraqi President Saddam Husayn. 


On previous visits Bakhtiar met with the members of the Ba'th Party 
Regional Command. These included Deputy Premier Tariq ‘Aziz, who is 
regarded as the number two man in the Iraqi hierarchy. It is said that 
at Bakhtiar's meeting with the Iraqi president, the latter consented to 

a plan under which Bakhtiar's men would be given a base in Baghdad. 

Groups of exiles plan to proceed from this base to Iran to carry out 
actions against Khomeyni's regime. Iraq will supply these men with arms, 
and Bakhtiar will pay for these arms from funds in French and Swiss banks. 
The report adds that three pro-Bakhtiar military men arrived in Baghdad 
last week to begin to organize these operations. 


Another opposition leader, General Ovezi, also made a secret visit to 
Baghdad. General Ovezi served under the shah but loathes and disagrees 
with Shahpur Bakhtiar. The reason is that General Ovezi cannot forget 
that Bakhtiar arranged the shah's departure from Iran, whict weakened 
the army's morale and, consequently, led to its division. The talks held 
between General Ovezi and Tariq ‘Aziz also led to the establishment of a 
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new base from which operations against the Khomeyni regime can be staged, 
This base, however, is not in Baghdad but near the Iraqi-Iranian border 
in Khuzestan. 


A military camp is now being built there to train General Ovezi's men in 
guerrilla warfare under the direction of former Iranian officers, who are 
now in Paris. The recruits for this camp will be brought from inside 
[ran with help from General Ovezi's agents--who are spread throughout 

the country--and also with help from Iraqi intelligence men operating in 
Khuzestan. This operation will be financed, like Shahpur Bakhtiar's, 
from Lranian funds deposited in Paris. 


Fear of General (Palizban) 


“@ report says that General Ovezi has failed to obtain Iraq's consent 
.9 operate from the Kurdish northeastern areas of Iraq, and a different 
Iranian dissident movement now operates from these areas. General 
(Palizban) has recruited 1,000 soldiers and 50 officers still loyal to 
the shah. These men are being trained in northern Iraq. It seems that 
General (Palizban) has formed clandestine cells within Iran and that some 
of these cells are operating within the Iraqi Army itself. To establish 
contacts between Iraq and the Kurdish dissidents in Iran, (Palizban's) 
men are the basic factor in the transport of Iraqi arms to the Kurdish 
resistance in Iran. It has been officially verified that some Kurdish 
ambushes, which had been laid for Iranian patrols during the past 2 
months, were the work of (Palizban's) underground army. 


The report also reveals signs of (Palizban) in the Kurdish area of Turkey. 
In the past few months, General (Palizban) made at least four secret 
visits to Turkey to set up bases there. The report also states that 600 
of (Palizban's) men are now in this area and that all these men were sent 
from Iran. Iraq finances all of General (Palizban's) operations, which 
are totally independent of any operations carried out by any other 
Iranian leader living in exile. The Iranian revolutionary authorities 
fear General (Palizban) more than any other dissident leader and consider 
him the person most dangerous to their regime. General Ovezi is the 
second most feared man by the Iranian authorities. This is because 
General Ovezi is highly respected by Ayatollah Khomeyni. He is also a 
military man in the full sense of the word: he is very strict. Shahpur 
Bakhtiar ranks as third most feared. 


Zagros Mountains Disturbances 


In revenging the acts permitted by the Iraqis, Iran decided to foment 
trouble in the Zagros Mountains along the Iraqi-Iranian border. Although 
reports on violent fighting in this area seem exaggerated, artillery 
shelling is going on. There are also clashes between mountain patrols. 
However, no large-scale military clash, which might lead to open war 
between the two countries, has occurred up to now. Meanwhile, Iraq is 
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still expelling its Kurds to the Kurdieh part of Iran; 40,000 Iraqi Kurds 
are said to have been deported up to now. 


[Iraq's main motive behind this deportation is to reduce or alleviate the 
issue of Kurdish dissidents in Iraq. However, Iraq has also supplied 
the deported Kurds, and the Iranian Kurds as well, with limited quanti- 
ties of light arms, machineguns and mortars, missiles and with very well- 
planned quantities of ammunition. The report says that Iraq will con- 


tinue to provide these Kurds with arms as long as they continue to cause 
trouble for Iran.

[Excerpts}| in the name of God the Merciful, the Compassionate: When 
Ba'thist news media attack the Islamic Republic and its gains, we never 
bother to answer them. This is because we believe that these media's 
accusations, which stem from deep hatred, are not heeded by the masses. 
On the contrary, such accusations only strengthen peoples’ faith in the 
lelamic Revolution and ite inevitable victory and increase their immunity 
against such venomous and misleading propaganda. 


But when such accusations come from an international organization, either 
because of its ignorance of the facts or the pressure brought to bear on 
it from certain quarters whose interest is to fan hostile propaganda 
against revolutionary Iran, then it becomes necessary to answer such 
accusations because of the effect they might have on some people. 


The organization we mean is the International Jurists Organization, which 
is based in Geneva. This organization issues bi-yearly reports on various 
political and social developments in the world. The recent report issued 
in Geneva contains a paragraph on the status of religious minorities under 
the Islamic Constitution. 


After (?praising) the constitution, the report says that religious minori- 
ties in Iran do not enjoy their full rights. The report does not elabo- 
rate on this point. It also does not cite any proof to substantiate 

this accusation. 


Betore going any further, we must first point out that in any constructive 
logical dialog, accusations must be backed by proof. We have heard and 
read many unsubstantiated accusations against Iran, but all of them are 
mo more than part of the psychological warfare launched by hostile circles 
against the Islamic Revolution. 
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When the report claimed that the lelamic Constitution ignores the rights 
of religious minorities, it should have also cited examples. We now ask: 
lave the weitera of this report eatudied the constitution in detail? Have 
they read articles 13, 14, 16, 17 and 26, which deal with the rights of 
religious minorities in detail? Ie ie obvious that they have neither 
read thie constitution nor have fully uncer:ateod the status of the 
religious minorities, which have only found fv'! expression under the 
present Lalamic era. 


The problem of certain Christian crusaders is that they think religious 
minorities cannot enjoy full freedom of worship under Islam. They 
erroneously believe that Lelam rejects all other religions and forces 
their followers to observe Ielamic teachings. It is out of this belief 
that the crusader media are waging their campaigns against the Islamic 
Republic. We do not rule out the possibility that the report issued by 
the International Jurietse Organization is part of this large-scale cam- 
paign. The words “Islamic Constitution in Iran" recurred several times 
in the report. Lt is as if the report were leveling accusations against 
all Islam, not just the Iranian Constitution. 


in reply to the accusation that the constitution does not acknowledge the 
rights of religious minorities, we cite article 13, which says: Iranian 
Zoroastrians, Jews and Christians are known religious minorities which 
enjoy freedom of worship and are free to act in accordance with their 
principles in matters of personal position and religious education. 


In reply to the accusation that minorities do not enjoy the same rights 
as other lranians, we cite article 19, which says: Iranians have equal 
rights, regardless of which nationality or tribe they belong to. 


in reply to the last accusation, that minorities do not enjoy political 
rights and freedom of expression, we cite article 26, which says: Polit- 
ical parties, associations and organizations, trade unions, Islamic 
organizations and established minority organizations shall enjoy freedom 
of action provided they do not encroach on the principles of independence 
and freedom, national unity, Islamic values and the Islamic Republic. 


This is the Islamic Constitution. Is there any other constitution in the 
world that grants similar rights to very small minorities? We would like 
to tell the authors of the report that the constitution was not written 
by a single author. It was drawn up by the people, through their elected 
representatives, and was put to a public referendum in which it had over- 
whelming support.

REGULATLONS ANNOUNCED FOR STUDY IN INDIA

[Article: From the Iranian Embassy in India: Regulations for Iranian Student 
Study in India Announced] 


[Text] Abulfazl Mojtahedi, ambassador of the Islamic Republic of Iran in New 
Delhi, told a PARS reporter while explaining his views on Iran-India re- 
lations in the area of problems of Iranian students, who are now living in 
India without student visas and on students who will go to India in the future 
to continue their studies that before the revolution there were fewer than 
2000 Lranian students studying in India. However, after the revolution, be- 
cause of the break in relations with America and also because of the difficulty 
of gaining admission to European universities, there are now sbout 15,000 
Iranian students studying in India; this constitutes the largest contingent 

of students abroad. 


The lLranian ambassador to India said about students who have come to India 
led by shysters and have been unable to get into a university, "I have put 
forward two plans to take care of this: First to make arrangements to send 
students for the 1980-81 school year; Second a thorough review and assistance 
for those now in India who have not yet been able to gain admission. 


"In the first case we have been successful. After discussions I have had with 
the Indian Foreign Ministry, the Ministry of Higher Education, agents of the 
Indian Embassy in Tehran and officials of the Iranian Foreign Ministry, it has 
been decided, under certain conditions, to send students the coming academic 
year through the Ministry of Education and Higher Education." 


He added that the conditions will include having an average grade of above 
75 percent, passing the English test, selecting a field ot study of which 
society is in need, and obtaining a student visa, the difficulties of which 
appear likely to at least diminish during the coming year. Concerning the 
second plan, talks with Indian officials have continued, and according to 
the most recent meeting I had with the highest Foreign Ministry official, 

l have succeeded in obtaining their assent that students who have registered 
in universities and completed their first year with a passport or entry visa 
may continue studying and receive a student visa. As for students without a 
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valid admission, it has been arranged that the Indian Government will do ite 
best and make its beat efforts to accept as many Iranian students as possible 
in light of the capacity of this country's universities," 


Continuing this discussion, the Iranian ambassador said, “Another step that 
has been planned is the arrest and return of the shyseters who have taken 

money from students to get them admitted into the universities.” He emphasized 
that several of them have already been arrested by the Foreign Ministry and 
turned over to the Lelamic Revolution Courte, 


Ac the end of the interview the Iranian ambassador pointed out that the 


Islamic Students Association in India has played a very active part and given 
ite full cooperation in working toward these goals.

GOVERNOR DECRIES CUSTOMS LMPASSE IN JULFA

[Text] Engineer Gharavi, governor of Eastern Azarbaijan, 
said in a press conference: Twenty-eight tons of medicine, 
several tons of iron, several electric generators, several 
fully equipped factories and several dumptrucks are gathering 
dust at customs in Julfa,.

Engineer Gharavi, in answer to the question of who has caused all the mal- 
functions during the last few months, said: Our great difficulty is that 

we have been both stubble-faced and full-bearded at the same time during 

this period. We were like an ostrich, neither able to fly nor carry a load. 
We ended up being neither truly revolutionary and closing off all our frontiers 
until we could settle all our accounts and put truly revolutionary people 

in charge of things, nor like Mr Robert Mugabe, who had the courage to call 
lan Smith and profess his sincere friendship with kisses just as his regime 
changed and he came to power, and also to call General Walls, commander of 
the formidable army in Rhodesia, which had killed and massacred Mugabe's 
guerrillas until yesterday, and shake hands with him and say the past is for- 
gotten and from now on we are friends and we will work together. We do not 
do as Mugabe did, nor as they do in Nicaragua. We are in the middle. Of 
course I don't advocate doing everything by the book, but Islam, as a very 
rich school, is the illuminator of all the fundamental pathways of our work 
and will clearly light the way for us. We have nothing to do with Mugabe, 
Nicaragua, and Cambodia. How is it that I make someone minister and learn 
later that this gentleman is forbidden to leave the country and then this 
minister comes and grants exit permission to several people who are for- 
bidden to leave the country and then there is an uproar because this gentle- 
man should have been tried and has left with official protection. We have 

a problem here that the people are unhappy with the meat situation. They say 
that the meat we import is not acceptable because we don't have a quarantine 
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and (that) we cannot do this, When we say we will restore the quarantine they 
way no, it should be restored in Tehran because it needs to be approved. We 
ask, what can we say to that? He says very well, they haven't had broth up 
until now, they can keep on doing without it. He is right. Someone with 
steak on the table at night doesn't know what is going on in the slums of 
Tabriz, 


Engineer Gharavi added: We lack determination for cleaning things up, and the 
reason is this attitude of tolerance. We should implement justice, though it 
be with discomfort and regret. How did we come to be in awe of anyone? Where 
in our revolution did we fear other people? Wasn't it us who proved that the 
United Nations is a false front, that it is an organizations of nations set 

up a8 a8 inter-government organization for distributing the plunder of the 
superpowers? Were we afraid of the United Nations? What was the Imam's 
answer to the Commission on Human Rights and the pope? Why don't we take 

this route? Didn't they kill people, and weren't a lot of people killed in 
every revolution? What are we afraid of? 


The governor of Eastern Azarbaijan, in a response to a question about what 

he did at the province level after the imam's message, said: It was not as 

if | had been completely unware of the things he talked about. Like millions 
of other Iranians, I heard that message twice, and both times I cried when our 
leader said 1 apologize to all of you. He wants strong hearts that do not 
waver, and all these millions of people should be saying we apologize to you, 
oh imam, who have borne all our hardships these 15 years and who still bear 
them now. We apologize to you. It is important that previously when we car- 
ried out cleanup work we started initially in these very provinces. Of 500 
institucional posts, we now have 295 institutional posts in the provinces. 

We have begun these cleanups. So far we are purging only those who are un- 
worthy or incapable of meeting the people's needs or who create dissatisfaction. 
Of course we have dismissed them all. We are completely observing national 
policy in order to destroy the country's bureaucratic politics that we may 

be able to bring about a true administrative revolution in the country. 


The governor of Eastern Azarbaijan said concerning customs in the area: 

Right when we are trying to reduce unemployment, when we should be concerned 
about public works and production, there are several fully equipped factories 
that have been sitting in the sun collecting dust for some time. The Sufian 
Cement Factory, through the motivation of its esteemed workers, has brought 
its production to a level beyond normal capacity but it has been in need of 
several dump trucks for some time while automobiles have remained in customs 
for years. 


The governor added: Twenty-eight tons of medicine are on the verge of spoiling 
in customs and a lot of paper is going to ruin.

Generators that have remained here could be 
supplying electricity in villages. We are not monopolizers saying they should 
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be used in this provinee, use them all over the country, but there is a new 


law every day and they tinally end up turning (the problem) over to some 
houreperfson commission, 

The povernor of Kastern Agarbaljan said concerning the cancellation of contracts 
with the Turkish Government: This was reported by the ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

Ol course we should keep in mind that foreign reporters have no other respon- 
sibility than to damage the revolution of Iran, and this too was done as a 

way of fulfilling that responsibility. 


Several days ago when (1 was) in the president of the republic's office, a 

LE MONDE reporter asked me: Now that all your provinces are quiet, why don't 
you permit us to come once again? I answered, perhaps one of the reasons our 
provinces are quiet is your very absence.

|Excerpt) The government of Ierael has submitted a protest to the U.S. 
administration on Assistant Secretary of State Harold Saunders’ remarks 
on the supply of tanks to Jordan. In his testimony before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the assistant secretary of state said that 
the tanks the United States will sell Jordan are necessary for it in the 
case of another war with Israel, among others. 


The Israeli ambassador to Washington brought to Secretary of State 

Edmund Muskie's attention the fact that, in the past, the United States 
pleaded with Israel not to object to the supply of tanks to the Hashemite 
Kingdom. In the past, the United States would inform Israel in advance 
about ite intentions to sell Jordan tanks and would even try to calm us 
with promises that these tanks would not be used to attack us. Now, not 
only has the United States not even attempted to promise us that the 
tanks woulk not cross the Jordan River, as it did even when the Hashemite 
Kingdom controlled the area west of the Jordan, but in official testimony, 
Harold Saunders announced that the U.S. administration could not guarantee 
that the tanks to be supplied to Husayn would not cross the Jordan River. 


The Israeli protest of Harold Saunders’ remarks and the political trend 
inherent in them was not made public. In this case, Israel's “quiet 
diplomacy" did not encourage the U.S. congressmen currently debating the 
approval of the U.S.-Jordanian arms deal. 


The administration, on the other hand, is hoping that with the absence of 
public angry Israeli comment it will be easier for it to overcome the 
furious congressmen and realize the plan to arm Jordan and to persuade it 
to be incorporated into the U.S. regional strategic plans. The adminis- 
tration is pulling the wool over both its own and the congressmen's eyes 
in thinking that by arming the Jordanian Army it can convince Husayn to 
join the peace process. 
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lurael's mistake in not loudly protesting the accelerated arming of Jordan 
by the United States consequently led to an even graver error by the 
United States in believing that the U.S. tanks will lead Husayn into the 
Autonomy negotiations, 


in effect, the U.S. arms supply to Jordan and the fact that lerael is 
being overlooked rules out “the Jordanian option" for lerael and 

relieves Husayn of the need to join the autonomy negotiations to obtain 
the U.S. military aid he needs. It was not only tanks that the United 
States promised to give him; it also pledged to establish a tank servicing 
plant within the kingdom. Currently Husayn believes that he is not 
obligated to hold talks with Israel to soften ite opposition (to the 

sale of arms to Jordan) and moderate U.S. public opinion or even accept 
the U.S. stand on the peace process. The Americans will give him the 
tanks he needs anyway.

In that sense one can say 
that al-Sadat did a fine job. Anyone who reads the message would be 
impressed that here is a leader seeking peace for all, including Israel, 
one who wishes it well (by being ready to direct Nile waters to the Negev 
and «ven Jerusalem, for instance) and who is only standing pleading with 
an 'intraneigent" Israeli leader who is not prepared to harken to public 
opinion and the international community. (In claiming that Israel should 
erase everything it did in Jerusalem and in the settlements al-Sadat was 
basing himself--so he emphasizes in his letter--on "irternational" 
recognition. ) 


Begin no doubt spots the possible trends lurking behind the Egyptian 
president's latest letter, but he may not be aware of the way al-Sadat 
chose to persuade the prime minister. 


What is al-Sadat really expecting? Does he assume that Begin could give 
him a positive reply to his expectation that Israel change its current 
position or else--as he wrote in his concluding statements--"it would in 
fact be impossible to continue the talks"? 


it is very kind of him to leave Begin the “choice of means," as he calls 
it, to “r.move the obstacles." But does he truly believe that Begin has 
a secret means of removing “the obstacles,” which are Jerusalem and the 
settlements? 
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la this not a precondition on the part of al-Sadat to resume the talks? 
lew this an ultimatum? 


Has al-Sadat forgotten what he knew before? Perusing the al-Sadat and 
Begin messages, the reader cannot help but reach the conclusion that if 
there te no innocence here, there is at least a mutual attempt to pretend 
innocence. Viewed in this light the following passage in Begin's reply 
stimulates thoughts: "In your letters you always remind me of what you 
said (during our conversations) but what about my replies?" 


Al-Sadat's letter does not reveal a readiness to reach an understanding 
with Lerael on those issues which, for Ierael, are the essence of its 
credo, not merely for the present cabinet. Can an Alignment government 
accept al-Sadat's conditions for the solution of the Palestinian problem 
of “the removal of the obstacles"? (That is, dismantling all the Israeli 
settlements in all the fronts and accepting “an Arab Jerusalen.") 


That is why everything Begin argues in his reply is true, but impractical. 
Begin “reminds al-Sadat that the Egyptian president forgot to mention 

the fact that the Camp David accords states that "all necessary measures 
will be taken and provisions made to assure the security of Israel and 

its neighbors during the transitional period and beyond." Is this really 
forgetfulness? 


Begin's sharp eye spotted the fact that, when talking about autonomy, 
al-Sadat's letter fails to include the words “for the inhabitants" which 
specifically appears in the Camp David agreements. How could al-Sadat 
have overlooked this detail? 


Could al-Sadat soften upon reading the prime minister's contentions? 
Certainly not. Al-Sadat's letter already constitutes an answer to all 
these arguments, the g‘st of which is included in the prime minister's 
statement of 15 July, replying to the Egyptian president's interview 

with READERS DIGES™. Al-Sadat surely read the prime minister's state- 
ment, noting Egypt's deviations and transgressions from the Camp David 
accords on the nature of the autonomy, the right of the IDF to deploy 

in Judaea and Samaria in accordance with specified security locations 
Israel will determine. ("Specified,"’ Begin underlines; not “agreed upon.’ 
In other words, according to the Camp David accords “we do not need the 
consent of any element whatever in locating sites for IDF camps in 
Judaea, Samaria and the Gaza district.") Nevertheless, al-Sadat wrote 
what he did. The prime minister was right in pointing out to the cabinet 
that it is not a letter written in anger; it is written calmly, in a 
friendly tone--so to speak--but the content is very serious. 


And so it is, because in fact al-Sadat is leaving no soors open. Begin 
nad already asked him: “Does President al-Sadat expect me to disavow my 
belief that Eretz Yisra'el is the land of my forefathers?" He added: 
“Lt is my duty to reply with all due respect, amity and calm that this 
cannot be expected ad calendas grecas." 
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Did al-Sadat really expect this miracle to happen? It appears not. All 
agree that he is a shrewd expert in the art of statesmanship who would 
not make the error of entertaining euch illusions. Yet it is precisely 
because he knows Begin's belief that he wrote this essay, which was 
intended primarily to the whole world, not to Begin, Is it mere coinci- 
dence that the content of al-Sadat's letter and all ite principles was 
published by the Egyptian media before it reached its destination? (One 
should, nevertheless, credit the Egyptian administration by saying that 
in this respect, unlike Israel, nothing is leaked from cabinet sessions 
and even more so regarding a personal message from the president, unless 
it is so decreed from above.) 


When a personal letter by the Egyptian president is published, the letter 
ceases to be one exchanged between heads of states; it becomes a charge 
sheet. So, indeed, it seems that beyond the "friendly" sentences in 
al-Sadat's letter, the president tries to accuse Israel of foiling the 
talks. 


Why is al-Sadat doing this? It stands to reason that this is just a 
prelude to decisions he may make in the next few days and that it was 
important for him to clear the ground for a possible change. Al-Sadat 
is undoubtedly aware of the fact that such a  tter, with such demands, 
rather than advancing the talks, torpedoes them. Perhaps he created 
and deepened the crisis now out of disappointment with Carter's ability 
to “supply the goods," seeing that Carter is fighting for his political 
life? 


The question, however, is whether this is disappointment with Carter or 
with the United States. This is the key question in understanding 
al-Sadat's intentions. He may be signaling to the next administration-- 
whether it is headed by Reagan or Carter--that if Egypt is important to 
the United States and forms part of its strategic considerations, it 
should take into account the situation in the region when Soviet inten- 
tions are still in effect. The Jordanian king is playing both sides of 
the issue (after his tours in the West he arrived in Moscow), and if a 
pan-Arab alignment is created--of which Jordan will also be part and 
over which the Soviet Union will have influence—al-Sadat will, of 
necessity, find himself in an isolation that he will find difficult to 
face. 


This being the case, al-Sadat may have decided that the time has come 
for reconsidering the entire process. The immediate intention is not 
to backtrack from it, but neither is there a point in having a dialog 
with Israel at present, when--for international reasons and primarily 
due to the U.S. election--he camnot conceive of Begin softening his 
stand, what with Begin himself being embroiled in the affairs of "an 
election year." 











The fact that al-Sadat halted the talks before he sent his letter to 
Begin Le noteworthy. At first glance, one would tend to ask: What is 
the point in stopping the talks when the Israeli delegation has already 
completed its preparations for going to Alexandria just before the 
mssage was sent? 


This is the background against which the trend to depart from the 
autonomy talks, at the moment out of practical consideration, stands out 
clearly. It is to show the Arab world that, on the basics, al-Sadat does 
not desert them--whether it is Jerusalem, holy to 800 million Muslims, or 
"Falastin land" where he demands the uprooting of everything Israel had 
done. It is aimed at forcing the United States into a confrontation with 
Israel, waving the banner of saving the vital national interests of the 
United States in the Middle East, in which Egypt has--as far as the 
United States is concerned--become a major centerpiece, Another goal is 
to disrupt the Israeli domestic scene, with the hope of an early fall of 
the cabinet. Even though al-Sadat said that he began the peace process 
with Begin and it is with him that he would like to conclude it, recently 
the remark that he feels Begin has reached the end of the road has also 
been attributed to him. 


Had the two leaders remained within the confines of a philosophical 
debate there would have been hope for the continuation of the dialog. 
But as soon as they diverted to the practical sphere, the gap between 
them opened. 


Is rapprochement between them possible, as each offers the other? Perhaps. 
The two letters do not prove as much.

Text) Is Jordan trying to set up a body that will compete with the PLO? 
Yesterday's issue of AL-QUDS reported that the Palestinian Supreme Arab 
Committee is again setting up an executive whose members are from 
Jordan, the territories and the Arab countries. This report has aroused 
great curiousity in the territories as our correspondent Arye Gus reports: 


[Begin recording] The report is concealed in the inside pages of AL-QUDS 
and breaks the news that the Supreme Arab Committee has established an 
executive of Palestinian Arabs composed of notables from the territories, 
Jordan and the Arab countries. The paper does not publish the names of 
the members from the territories. However, the names of the Jordanian 
members are taken, as it were, from history books. 


The Supreme Arab Committee was the supreme body of Eretz Yisra'el Arabs 
during the mandate regime. Its unquestioned leader then was Mufti Hajj 
Amin al-Husayni. The published list of notables includes the mufti's 
supporters. These supporters include (Amil Ghuri), one of the com 
mittee's activists in the 1940's and one of the heads of the Arab propa- 
ganda office during the mandate regime. Today (Amil Dhuri [sic]) is over 
75 years old. The committee itself did not disintescrate following the 
Arabs' defeat in 1948. It even has a UN representative, ‘Isa (Nahla) 
from Bayt Sahur. However, during all these years the committee, which 
operated from Amman, Beirut and even Damascus alternately, restricted 
itself to dissemination of information pamphlets. 


The revival of the committee and its mention as an all-Palestinian 
organization at least give the impression that Jordan is trying to gauge 
the chances for institutionalized Jordanian activity in the territories. 
This is the impression of pro-Jordanian personages with whom I talked 
yesterday. However, these personages do not believe the Supreme Arab 
Committee has any chance at this stage. After all, I was told, the 
Supreme Arab Committee was the body that marched the Arabs to defeat in

WZO REPORTS JORDAN RIFT SETTLEMENTS MADE PROFIT THIS YEAR 
Jerusalem THE JERUSALEM POST in English 24 Jul 80 p 6 


{Text} Jordan Rift mosavim will finish the Hebrew year 5740 (ending in 
two months) “in the black," according to a financial analysis of the 
World Zionist Organization's settlement department. 


According to the analysis released yesterday shortly after news reports 
of several deficits in these border settlements--the current financial 
problems are due to losses during the previous year that haven't yet 
been fully covered. 


The settlement department explained that bad weather hurt agricultural 
production in the Jordan Rift and resulted in half of their produce going 
to the local market instead of export. This reduced the amount of export 
credits granted to moshavim by the settlement department and the Agricul- 
ture Ministry. 


Shimon Revid the department's director-general, agreed yesterday to tour 
all the Jordan Rift settlements next month to discuss their problems. 


Settlement department cochairman Matiyahu Drobless told the Zionist 
Executive yesterday that since 1977 the WZO and the Jewish Agency have 
built 141 new settlements within and outside the Green Line. 


Drobless claimed that “there never was such settlement activity in the 
history of Zionism." A total of 52 settlements were established in the 
Galilee 30 of them lookout points); 22 in the Negev and Arava; 8 in 
Wadi Ara and the Little Triangle; 35 in Judea and Samaria; 10 in the 
Golan Heights: 9 in the Jordan Rift; and 5 in the Gaza Strip. 


Drobless added that seven nuclear groups (garinim) composed of new olim 
are ready to settle, but must wait because of the lack of funds and hous- 
ing. His cochairman, Ra‘anan Weitz, urged giving priority in housing to 
immigrant settlements. 


Meanwhile Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz said that there is "no basis" 

to the charges of Jordan Rift settlers about lack of funding by the gov- 
ernment and by public institutions. He added that these moshavim received 
financial assistance on easy terms--75 percent grant and 25 percent linked 
long-term loan.

The Phalangist Party, on 
the Other hand, has intimated that 
it will not accept Army deployment

“What is preventing the deploy 
ment of the Army i the armed 
presence in some parts of Lebanon, 
and not any disagreement over the 
Acmy law,” the military spokesman 
sed. “Hed the law been the reason, 
the Army would not have been 
deployed in (East Beirut’s) Furn 
esh Shebbak and Ain Remmaneh, or 
im Wadi Shahrour, or in Baabda. 

“The Army was deployed in 
those areas and not m= others 
because the people and the clashing 
groups in those areas demanded the 
deployment of the Army to stop 
the conflict 

“Why didn't the Army deploy in 
other areas? Because there are mili 
tas and armed organizations which 
would not accept the Army. The 
reason is that those militias and organi 
zations want to. preserve their 
military and political gains on the 
ground. 

“When will the Army deploy in 
those areas? When national entente 
%S attained. One of the aspects of 
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evo eine sawed be Ue bul 
renck. of all arma in Lebanon to 
the legal authorities, which are 
represented by the Lebanese Army 
The Army will deploy in all parts 
of Lebanon when national accord is 
achieved.” 

He added: “Of course, the law 
relating to the organization of the 
Army can be considered one of the 
facets of national accord, Accord 
must be reached on @ number of 
sues, and one of those i the 
structure of the Army.” 


So the disagreement over the 
organization of the Army has not 
been settled yet? 

"The decree relating to the 
organization of the Army is being 
studied by the Military Council 
There are differences of view on 
some points, but the settlement of 
these differences is not impossible 
The settlement is on the way.” 


The major disagreement, | 
believe, was over the Army 
intelligence agency — whether it 
should be given authority to deal 


Army or to the Military Council. 
Has any progress been made on 
this point? 

“There is more than one point 
of difference in that area, and the 
differences are being settled one by 
one The matter is progressing 
normaliy.”’ 

What are the other differences 
that need to be settled? 

“That is @ secret known only to 
the Military Council. The state 
ments that are being made by 
politicians about the intelligence 
department and other matters 
they may or may not be true. All 
we know is that there are a number 
of differences which are on their 
way [to being settled. 








ihe decree on the organization 
of the Anny has been under study 
by the Military Council for two 
months now, and my information is 
that progress is being made toward

ing to come out with a decree on 
the Army's structure which 
would satisfy all parties in Leba- 
non?

he new defense law, which 
created the Military Council, deals 
with four military institutions: the 
sec etenat general, the general 
inspection directorate, the adminis. 
trative directorate and the Army. 
The decree for the implementation 
of those parts of the law that deal 
with the first three institutions have 
been agreed upon and issued. We 
are left with the decrees relating to 
the Army itself, which is the most 
important part of the ministry of 
defense. Because the Army is so 
ba ‘he decrees relating to it take 
more time to agree on.” 


Has any time limit been set 
for an agreement to be reached 
on these decrees by the Military 
Coun..? 

it won't be long. | believe the 

studies and discussions are in their 
final stages. 


But if | understand you cor- 
rectly, agreement on those 
decrees will not make the deploy- 
ment of the Army in the various 
parts of Lebanon possible. What 
would make it possible is either 
national accord or acceptance of

groups in any given area. 

“That is correct, Agreement on 
the organization of the Army, how 
ever, would contribute to national 
accord, a8 national accord would 
contribute to agreement on the 
organization of the Army.” 

But in the meantime, several 
political/paramilitary leaders have 
announced that they would 
accept the Army in their areas. 
Why doesn't the Army deploy in 
those areas? 

“Ht is Not enough for a politician 
to say he wants the Army. There 
are many politicians who make 
those statements — ‘We want the 
Army; we want legality’ — when in 
fact they are against the Army and 
the legal authorities. Also, it is not 
enough for one political group in a 
given area to request Army deploy: 
ment in that area, because another 
political group there may be against 
the Army and its militias may clash 
with the Lebanese soldiers if they 
are dispatched. The Army now is 
not ready to clash with the armed 
groups in Lebanon.” 

Why isn't it ready? 

“Lebanon's political and military 

leaderships, from the outset, 
decided that the Army should not 
be deployed in any part of the 
country until its numbers, arms and 
equipment are complete. It was 
decided that the Arab Deterrent 
Forces should shoulder all security 
responsibilities unti! the Army was 
strong and effective enough to re- 
place them. 


“However, the (1978) clashes 
between the ADF and some Leba. 
nese Organizations and militias led 
to the withdrawa! of the ADF from 
some areas. You remember, for 
instance, how the Saudi contingent 











of the Arab Deterrent Forces pulled 
out of the ‘Rizk Tower’ (East Be 

rut), Because this withdrawe! would 
have been followed by @ take-over 
of the ADF positions by the various 
militias, which would impose their 
control on those areas, the Army 
was asked to replace the ADF 
troops that were pulied out. The 
Army was deployed not because it 
was ready to take On any security 
duties, but because there was no 
alternative. This was followed by 
more requests for Army deploy 
ment in other parts of Lebanon - 
in the North, for instance, where 
Lebanese soldiers were sent to sepa 
rate the clashing parties. whose 
battles were threatening to spark a 
civil war, The Army in these cases 
was deployed to separate the con 
flicting partes, not to impose law 
and order.” 


is there any chance that the 
Army will be deployed in the 
areas where the Phalangists and 
the National Liberals clashed on 
July 7? 
“Only if the people, or the Pha 
langists and National Liberals, 
demand its deployment.” 


The president of the Pha 
langist Party, Pierre Gemayel, has 
demanded it. 

“He has asked, but I'm afraid | 
can't tell you that we can meet his 
request... To my knowledge, he has 
asked for Army deployment in all 
parts of Lebanon, but | believe that 
the Phalangists reject the idea of 
Army deployment only in the areas 
which are under the contro! of the 
Lebanese Forces (the now Pha 
langist dominated militias of the 
Lebanese Front).

But to go in and fight all the 
parties and militias — it iS incapable 
of doing that, and that would not 
be a wise step at any rate. No 
country in the world can fight and 
subdue all the parties here. That 
could lead to civil war.” 


But why is the Army still 
“meapable’ after all these years? 
“it is being rebuilt. As you 

know, the Lebanese Army dis 
integrated during the (1975 76) 
incidents. When (Army Com 
mander) General Victor Khoury 
took over, the regrouping and re 
building of the Army started. 

“The fact is that the Army is 
now bigger than it was before the 
incidents We now have 23-24 
thousand officers and soldiers. 
Before the incidents, we had 
18,000. In those days, however, we 
did not have those armed groups in 
Lebanon. Today we do, and 24,000 
soldiers are not enough to bring the 
security situation under control.

“in other words, the Army 
cannot spread itself here, there and 
everywhere, and it would not be 
wise for it to Start battles with 
everyone, because that would mean 
civil war. The Army, in the final 
analysis, is the child of the people 
if the people are divided, the Army 
cannot fight them all, no matter 
how strong it is, because that would 
mean its immediate disintegration 
You know how strong the Iranian 
army was.

You say there are now 23-24 
thousand officers and soldiers in 
the Army.

\Text!| The area under cultivation hase doubled. 
Livestock has increased at faster rates. 


The Sudan is considered one of the largest countries in Africa since its 
area is equal to sbout 600 million feddans. It is also characterized by 
a diversity in climate and an abundance of various means of irrigation. 


he agricultural sector, with ite half that deals with plants and its halt 
that deale with animals, is the principal sector of the Sudanese economy. 
his is because it contributes about 40 percent of the gross rationai pro- 
duct. Also, 95 percent of the revenues from exports comes under the heading 
of agricultural products. In addition to this, about 80 percent of the 
total population depends on agriculture for ite livelihood. And the 
agricultural sector employe approximately 70 percent of the total work 
force. But above all, the agricultural sector is considered to be the 
principal source which supplies most of the processing industries with 

their raw materials. 


vrld etatistics show, for example, that there has been a steady increase 
in population and that the world population is unable to obtain sufficient 
foodstuffs and other non-agricultural resources. This has made the 
countries of the world become interested in Sudan's agricultural activities, 
especially since Sudan has tremendous agricultural resources, most of which 
have not been exploited. 


The public sector plays an important role in agricultural production, 
inasmuch as oversees 44 percent of the agricultural activity. In the 
realm of agricultural crops, the agricultural sector has total supervision 
ver the production of sugarcane, oversees 98 percent of the cotton produc- 
tion, 93 percent of the wheat production, 66.2 percent of the production of 
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millet, 47,2 percent of the sesame production, and 45./ percent of the pro- 
duction of peanuts, The public sector also indirectly participates in the 
control of the agricultural activity in both the private and cooperative 
sectors, 


\griculture in Sudan te composed of four subsidiary sectors: 


Vodern irrigation projects, Most of the agricultural operations in 
this sector have been mechanized, such as the Jazirah and Rahad projects, 
‘his sector produces important crops such as cotton, wheat, sugarcane, and 
peanuts. 


‘ain=fed mechanized agriculture. This involves the planting of durr 
common millet, also known as sorghum), dukhn, sesame, and peanuts on large 
farms whose area ranges between 1,000 and 1,500 feddans. Most of the 
agricultural operations in this sector have been mechanized. 


', Traditional rain-fed agriculture. The most important crops in this 
sector are durra, sesame, and peanuts. ‘fost of its agricultural operations 
ire carried on by traditional, non-mechanized means. 


4. Livestock production, 


Because of its great importance, the government has devoted a great deal 
f attention to the agricultural sector in its development plans. The revo- 
lution has striven to develop the agricultural sector in two ways, which are: 


|, Horizontal expansion, that is, undertaking a number of new projects. 
The most important of these is the Rahad project. 


Vertical expansion, that is, an increase in productivity. This takes 
place by means of supporting and improving existing projects. 


in the modified five-year plan for 1970/71-1976/77, the sectors of agri- 
culture and irrigation were authorized 209.1 million pounds. And the amount 
actually spent on these sectors is cerimated to have been about 146.4 
million pounds, that is, the equivalent of 70 percent of the total autho- 
rized funds. The total authorized funds for the sector of agriculture in 
the six-year plan of 1976/77-1982/83 totals 715 million Sudanese pounds, 
that is, approximately 2/7 percent of the investment funds of the six-year 
plan. 


1. One of the most important agricultural projects which was implemented 
luring the period 1970-80 was the Rahad project. It has already begun its 
production, and in the 1980/81 agricultural season the first phase of its 
implementation will have been completed. It covers an area of 300,000 
teddans, and the crops planted are medium-staple cotton, pennuts, vegetables, 
and fodder crops. 
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ve Rahad agricultural project te also considered to be an internal project 
in which agricultural development has been accompanied by corresponding 
development in social services such as schools, health services, and the 
establishment of model villages. And it should be mentioned that machinery 
in being used in all of the agricultural operations, even in the operation 
of picking cotton, 
The Area Under Cultivation Has Doubled 

Rain-fed mechanized agricultural projects. During the last 10 years 

the area used for rain=fed mechanized agriculture has increased from 
1,931,000 feddans, during the 1969/70 season, to 3,961,000 feddans, in the 
1978/79 season, This is attributable to the efforts which were made, with 
the ald of three loans extended by the World Bank, to bring in tractors 
and agricultural implements, and to provide agricultural services such as 
workshops, sources of drinking water, etc. 


}, Projects set up by the ministry of irrigation. During this period the 
ministry of irrigation created the Public Agency for Irrigation Works and 
Canal Digging in order that it dig canals and prepare the land for both 
existing and new projects. And the ministry of national planning has con- 
tinued to support this agency by giving it heavy machinery. One of the most 
important projects which the ministry of irrigation implemented during this 
period was that of preparing the land and digging canals for the first 

phase of the Rahad project. Another important project was that of the 
consolidation and electrification of the White and Blue Nile pump projects, 
which began with the (Rmash) project as a model for modernization. The 
ministry of irrigation also finished preparing the land and digging the 
canals for the (Kli) and (Syal) project in the Northern province, Likewise, 
work has continued in the digging of the Jonglei Canal, the purpose of 

which is to diminish the loss of waters from the Nile and to develop the 
Jonglei region. Costs for this project are paid, half and half, by the 
governments of Sudan nnd Egypt. During this period the ministry of irri- 
gation also continued to dig and dredge canals, and to improve irrigation 
operations in existing agricultural projects such as the Jazirah project, 
the Rahad project, and the projects of the Bureau of Agricultural Services 
agencies. 


4, The Western Savanna development project. This is one of the new projects 
which the ministry of national plnnning has provided with foreign financing. 
The aim of this project is optimum utilization of agricultural land and 
livestock resources in the savanna belt which covers about a third of the 
country's area and includes the provinces of South Kordofan, South Darfur, 
Blue Nile, and part of Upper Nile. Studies concerning the setting up of 

this project were completed, and implementation began in the fiscal year 

of 1978/79, It is expected that the project will take 4 years to complete. 


5. During this period the five- and six-year plan supported the Jazirah 
project by means of intensifying and mechanizing its agricultural operations 
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as well as by Laproving the project's means of irrigation and drainage. 
in the mindetry of national planning, we have become convinced that this 
project needs more support. For this reason, foreign and local currency 
has been provided for the purpose of modernizing the project's machinery, 
means of communic tions, and the means of irrigation which are used, 


6, Projects belonging to the Bureau of Agricultural Services agencies, 
such ae the exieating Northern Agency, modernization programs for the White 
and Blue Nile pump projects, and the projects of Halfa al-Jadidah and the 
Nuba Mountains. The development budget continued to support all of these 
agencies during this period so that they could modernize and increase their 
productivity. 


The development budget also supported a number of other projects which 
cannot all be mentioned here. One example is the agricultural project in 
the south which is considered to be a contribution by the central govern- 
ment toward both horizontal and vertical development of agriculture in the 
souchern region, There is also the integral agricultural project in the 
province of Blue Nile which is being carried out with American aid. In 
addition to this, an experimental farm was completed. Aiso a bank was set 
up in al-Damazin to extend credit to farmers so that they might not be 
exploited. And various cooperatives will be joining it. 


Service Projects 


The five-year and six-year pl: as also strove to bring progress to agricul- 
tural services projects, which are considered to be an important comple- 
mentary element in the support of agricultural production. Concerning the 
field of agricultural research, the development budget gave financial 
support to the Agricultural Research Commiseion. A number of research 
stations were set up in various areas of Sudan. They have various research 
goals which aim at attaining the most modern and beneficial agricultural 
methods and crops which are suitable for Sudan. In the 8th decade of the 
20th century, development plans also stressed the importance of the training 
of workers in the field of agriculture and giving guidance to farmers so 
that they may learn the latest agricultural techniques. The Tuzi Institute, 
for training workers to drive and maintain farm tractors, was built. And 

a great deal of ground has been covered in setting up of the Tambul Center 
for training and experiments with farm machinery. As for the realm of 
combatting insects and plant epidemics, which represent a great threat to 
productivity, the ministry of national planning provided the Plant Protec- 
tion Bureau with the necessary funds--both in foreign and in local currency 
--during this period in order to enable it to implement four projects 
currently in operation. They are: the project to modernize and develop 
preventive services, the project for combatting the Nile grasses, the pro- 
ject for combatting garden pests, and the project for developing nurseries 
and cleaning warehouses, 


The development budget also gave attention to furnishing high-quality, 
improved seed in sufficient amounts. It provided the Seed Supply Office, 
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ministry of agriculture, with sufficient authorized funds in order 
for it, in cooperation with the World food and Agricultural Organization, 
to establish the project for seed Lmprovement and utilization, This 
project will have been fully implemented by the end of 1981/82, Necessary 
funds were also provided to support the seed stations which exist in the 


in the 


various areas of Sudan, 
Diverseitication of the Products 
Me of the aims of the five-year and six-year plans is that of diversifying 


agricultural products. The purpose of this is to replace imports and 
diversity exports, in order that Sudan avoid the danger of depending on one 
agricultural export crop which would be vulnerable to the vicissitudes of 
world market prices and phenomena of nature. 


otton continues to have the lion's share of Sudanese exports, In the year 
1972/73 cotton represented about 30 percent of Sudan's agricultural produc- 
tion and 60 percent of its exports. But as the following table shows, 
cotton p oduction's percentage of Sudan's total agricultural production 
decreased from 30,2 percent in 1972/73 to 20.4 percent in 1977/78, At the 
same time, the relative percentages of all of the other crops went up, 
especially that of peanuts which overtook cotton and occupied first place 
in agricultural production in 1977/78, For the purpose of replacing imports, 
various projects are still continuing to be implemented, such as the tea 
and coffee bean project in tha south, the rice project in Uwayl, and the 
experimental rice project in the province of White Nile. For the same 
purpose, rice planting was introduced into the Jazirah project, and the 
initial phases were completed in projects such as the sugarcane fields 
associated with the sugar refineries at Hajar ‘Asalayah, West Sannar, and 
Kinanah. 


As 4 result of all of these efforts, the area planted with the principal 
agricultural crops has increased, And consequently the volume of produc- 
tion has increased, as is seen in the following two tables:

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if we look at the total area under crop cultivation in Sudan, we see that 
this area, during the period of time between the 1970/71 season and the 
1976/7) season, increased 53 percent, that is, at an annual rate of 6.3 
percent, But in the same time period the total crop production increased 
only 23.7 percent, that is, at an annual rate of 3.1 percent. Thus we can 
clearly see that the increase in area under cultivation was not accompanied 
by an equal increase in production. This indicates a decrease in the pro- 
ductivity of each feddan. The best example of this is that the productivity 
of cotton in the Jazirah project decreased to 2.1 kantars per feddan in the 
1979/80 season. The important factors which were the cause of this decrease 
are; 


1. Climatic conditions in Sudan and in neighboring African countries were 
one negative factor which caused a decrease in production. 


The change from planting high-value crops for the world market, such 
as cotton, to planting crops of less value, such as durra, led to a decrease 
in the income of the farmers and consequently they paid less attention to 
the soil, 


3. Land under cultivation, especially in the Jazirah project, was used 
more and more for intensive farming, but this intensive farming was not 
accompanied by the necessary expansion in the use of means of irrigation 
and quantities of fertilizer, This led to a decrease in the productivity 
of each feddan. 


+. There was a steady increase in costs as a result of the constant rise 
in prices of capital intensive production in the world market.

Humbe f workers away trom agriculture, and thie led to an increase in the 

wage f the labor force in the local market and led to a scarcity of Labor

tt tinanced by short-term loans. Their toreign currency funds were ear- 


arked a® a discount on the tree funds, For this reason, the process ol! 
replacing and renovating machinery and equipment was not possible due to 
the lack of availability of the foreign currency to pay for them, 


in order to avoid a decrease in productivity, the minister of national 
Planning undertook to make international contacts in order to obtain loans 
ind aid tor the purpose of supporting existing projects and increasing tieir 
productivity to the required levels. These contacts proved fruitful and 
sudan was able to obtain aid and a loan from the World Bank which it needed 
in order to raise the productive capacity of its existing projects by means 
of brings in machinery, tractors, and fertilizer, and through improving 
eans of .tr. gation, replacing old pumps, and having them powered by 
electricity. In the realm of development of Sudan's basic structure of 
modernization, developmental plans were provided with the necessary funds 
to link the parts of the country together by a network of roads and to 
increase the capacity of the railroad system, This led to a decrease in the 
problems of transporting crops from crop production areas to areas where 
they are consumed, and it helped to solve the problems of transporting 
igricultural inputs, tractors, machinery, and petroleum products to the 
irious areas of crop production at the times when they are needed in order 
to avoid problems of a decrease in productivity and a delay in the imple- 
mentation deadlines of the various agricultural programs. 


Hugh areas of Sudan are covered by forests. About 23.2 percent of the 
' 


ountry s area, that is about 575,000 square kilometers, consists of forests. 


The timber contained by Sudan's forests is estimated at about 1.333 billion 
ubic meters. In view of the abundance of forests, it is possible every 

year to utilize 45 million cubic meters of timber as firewood, 15 million 
cubic meters as poles and posts for construction and telephone lines, and 

/ million cubic meters in the form of wood for industrial purposes such as 
lumber, pressed wood, and plywood, One of the important products which 
comes from Sudan's forests is gum arabic, of which Sudan is considered to 

be the largest source in the world. The following table shows Sudan's

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The developmental plans have been concerned with Sudan's forest resources. 
The six-year plan includes projects, the purpose of which is the develop- 
ment and increase in production of Sudan's forests and to make use of their 
timber and other resources. In addition to this, the forests represent an 
effective means of combatting the encroachment of the desert. These pro- 
jects include setting aside forest preserves, developing the production of 
gum arabic, and building the sawmills of South Darfur and windmills. Also, 
the Pasture and Fodder Bureau is implementing a project for maintaining 
and improving grazing lands. The purpose of the project is to maintain 
natural grazing lands. The benefit derived from this is more than just 
having the grazing grounds be a source of fodder for animals. It is also 
designed to help combat the encrcachment of the desert, which represents a 
great danger to agricultural lands, For this reason, the 1979/80 budget

ree, and settiing the nomads. Therefore the government has given thle 
ject ‘ the economy a eufficient amount of attention in order to increase 
service ft the national economy and to guarantee a rise in the rates of 
growtl One way that the government does this is to help combat and 
root out endemic diseases and to create areas which are free of diseases. 
ir the following projects have been implemented: the tanning inetitute,

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Agricultural Sector Problema 


The most important problems encountered by the agricultural sector during 


this period of time were the following: 
. An inerease in the costs of the projects. Thies is attributable to the 
rise in prices on the local and international levels. 


The lack of development of Sudan's basic economic structure, especially 
railroad transport, to a degree which is sufficient to enable it to keep 
up with agricultural expansion, 


in apite of the fact that Sudan does not suffcur from a scarcity of 
Labor, there is a seasonal lack of labor in times such as the cotton-picking 
season. nis led to a partial introduction of machinery in cotton-picking 
in the Rahad project. 


1». The lack of availability of a sufficient number of marketing and credit 

establishments which are efficient and which are rganized on the basis of 
protecting small farmers from exploitation. For this reason, the ministry 
f planning supported the Agricultural Bank by means of providing it with 

: loan from the World Bank, Then implementation began of the agricultural 
ervices project which undertakes to provide advance loans to small farmers 
in the private sector in the form of material goods, such as irrigation 

pumps and tractors. 


. Exhaustion of the land due to intensive farming. Particularly in the 
ase of the Jazirah project, this led to a decrease in productivity. 


6. The lack of availability of sufficient amounts of drinking water for 
both people and livestock also constituted a stumbling block in the path 


coward agricultural expansion. For this reason, the ministry of national 
planning continued to support the Water Supply Commission by providing it 
with both local and foreign currency so that it could dig as many water 
wells as possible and could construct cistern tanks. 


Most of the agricultural inputs are imported goods, such as tractors, 
machinery, fertilizers, and insecticides. And their prices are steadily 
increasing. And Sudan's scarcity of hard currency has proved to be an 
obstacle in its efforts to obtain these goods. For this reason, the ministry 
of national planning has resorted to taking out loans and to obtaining aid 
in order to bring in these agricultural implements.

TELEVISION INTERVIEW WITH MUSLIM BROTHER &EPORTED

[Text] Damascus--Last night, the Arab Syrian television interviewed 
Ahmad Hilmi al-Khujah, member of the leadership of the Muslim Brother- 
hood gang. 


During the interview, al-Khujah cast light on the acts of murder and 
sabotage being carried out by this gang and on the ugly methods used by 
this gang to perpetrate ite crimes against the homeland aid citizens. 


The interview affirmed that carrying out acts of murder and terror will 
only serve Syria's enemies. 


Al-Khujah explained the circumstances of his involvement in the Muslim 
Brotherhood Organization, saying that he became involved through ‘Adnan 
Shaykhuni, whom he was introduced to at the library of the Aleppo 
University. 


Al-Khujah then discussed how he was deceived by the leaders and officials 
of the Muslim Brotherhood gang, who assured him that the organization had 
no relation whatsoever with the recent criminal incidents. 


Al-Khujah stated that he was given a responsible post as leader of the 
Aleppo organization's center--consequently becoming involved--by the 
leaders of the Muslim Brotherhood, who left the country in order to 
shirk responsibility and evade confrontation.
